lence and Oppreſſion, but to promote their Proſperity, and yet 
where nothing was to belong to them 'by the Rules of the 
IIS, chat might enable them to Injure and Opprels 
TLC, 

This unhappy Prince was a long ftander by in his Brother's 
Reign; from the Year'1660, to 1685,; and Experience and the. 
Informations of Wiſe Men, without all doubt taught him, that 
ir had been rhe Glory of Exgland above other Nations and 
Countries where his Brother and he had Travelled, that its 
King hath hadall Intruſted my him-that was neceſſary for the

the Prerogatives of the Crown; and the Rights and Privileges. 
of the Subjet, were ſ{& far from juſtling one another, that the

Majeſty and .Government ; - 
and it proves that Party to be obſtinately-Reſtleſs, and never be 
brought to Reaſon by Mercy and Clemency. How little there-. 
fore theſe Criminals will deſerve from your Majeſty, the World. 
wy better. judge, if they will but conſider how. Graciouſly 

your 
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your Majeſty hath dealt with them ever ſince your happy Ac« 
ceſſion to the Imperial Crown -ot this Realm, tothe very day 
that their wicked Purpoles were diſcovered to yonr Majeſty. 
I have ſeen ſome of the very ſame Spirit, carefled by ſome 
that were about you, wlulſt your real hearty Friends were 
Slighted and Abandoned. Nay, TI ſhall be ſo plain to fay 
with truth, that your Majeſty hazarded the Hearts and At- 
fe&tions of your beſt Subjects, and much of your. Royal Ho- 
nour, in-conniving-at the Carriages of theſe Men, though 
with fruſtration, to win and oblige, if poſſible, thele everlaſt-

But Sir, what Arguments of Clemancy and Grace can per-

He hath, I confels, been 
of late Years ſomewhat more retentive than formerly, as to 
his excellent faculty . of Diſpoling Kingdoms, the thing not 
having fucceeded fo well with him iu ſome Inſtances ; bur 
he lays the ſame Claim itil}, and hath the ſame TInclination ; 
and though Velvet-headed, hath the more itch to be puſhing ; 
but however, in order to any occaſion he keeps himſelf in ure 
always,. by Curling ſome Prince or other upon every Mauzay 
Thurſday ; nor 15 there any, whether Prince or Nation, that 
oppole 8 Uſarpations, . but are marked- out under the notion 
of Hereticks, for Ruin and Deſtruction, whenſoever -he ſhall 
give the Signal. That word Herefie, miſapplied, hath ſerved 
the Romiſh Bealt for many Ages to jultifie, or rather give a 
colour for ſo many Executions, Aﬀaſſinations, Wars, Deva- 
ſtations and Matilacres,, by which his Faith hath beeg propa» 
gated, of which our Times have not wanted Examples; and 
more is to-be expected tor the future, if theſe Confpirators 
cag bur at any time carry their Point; for by how much any 
thing is more falſe and unreaſonable, ſo much more Cruelty. is

W hat can any Man ſay for them? Your Majeſty knows what 
to do with 'them : Theſe Villains, - becauſe I perceive they-lye 
under a great difficulty-to find Accomplices enough at. home 
to Mutiny and 'Rebe] and Murther your Majeſty's true and 
loyal SubjeQs, therefore they put themſelves under the Banner 
and Pay of the French King, to compleat their wicked de- 
ſigns and purpoſes, to bring a Foreign Enemy to Invade us; 
that King being endowed with all thofe which in a French 
Prince,. or in an Abdicated King, may paſs for Vertues ; but 
| in any private Man they would be Capital ; and moreover, 
{0 abounding in Zeal for Popery and Slavery above all other 
Princes, that none elſe could engage both Body! and Soul 'in 
ſuch a Villanous Undertaking; to which Conſideration, ad- 
ding that their Intereſts are-both one, and the one- is, and 
the other would be the Maſter of abſolute Dominion, and 
both are inveterate- Enemies to youy Majeſty and this Prote- 
ſtant Kingdom ; and-.the French: King: 1s. in-all, reſpe&s- the 
moſt: likely to {uppott, maintain and uphold: them in thoſe 
Attempts, they beuig' ſo exaQtly. ſuitable to the (inclinations 
of his Soul, yea, and of the late King's Soul too,” notwithſtand- 
ing your” Majeſty's being his Nephew . and” Son-in-Law- into 
the bargain. | 
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Sir, theſe Conſpirators have made it their buſineſs to aſperſe 
your Majeſty's Government, becauſe of the great Taxes that are 
upon the Nation ; but I never find them to take notice of the 
Treaſure that King Charles IT. waſted. Ir's true, he was 
engaged in two moſt impious Wars againlt the Dutch, and 
theſe Wars were very chargeable to the Nation : But beſides 
thoſe two Wars, he ſpent abundance upon his Whores, Pimps 
and Bauds, under the notion of ſecret Service, and yet we find 
nothing to be ſaid of that : Our Taxes are _—_ than ever the 
Nation paid ; but your Majeſty's Loyal Subjects do not believe 
them ſo heavy, but that they can and will hold it out many 
Years. In a word, there are nonethat retzan their Loyalty and 
Duty to your Majeſty, but are highly pleaſed with your Maje- 
ſty's being fully ſupplied to carry on fo neceſſary a War ; and 
there is no good Man but will rather hazard his Perſon to keep 
the Enemy abroad, than ſee either a French or Iriſh Army with- 
in your Kingdom of Exg/and, deſtroying our Subſtance, burn- 
ing our Habitations, and committing thoſe Barbarities that were. 
done in the Palatinate by the one, or in Irelazd in 41 by the 
other ; ſo that your Majeſty may ſee, that we that are Engliſh, 
men are not 1o much concerned at our Taxes, as at the immi- 
nent Dangers your Majeſty is daily expoſed to, both at home 
and abroad. And (being more confident than perhaps becomes 
me, to judge the Thoughts of Men ) I believe the Conſpirators: 
are more concerned that your. Majeſty is-yer 1n the Land of the 
Living, than at any of theſe Taxes, of which I ſuppoſe their: 
proportion is bur ſmall, 

Bur your Majeſty is not the firſt and only Prince that Fugi-- 
tive Conſpirators have traduced : As theſe have filled rhe Ears 
of the French King and the Late King,with monſtrous Stories of 
your Majeſty's Opprefſing the Nation. with unheard of Taxes, 
thereby inſinuating to him- and his chargeable Gueſt, how eaſy 


—1t would be to reduce the Nation, that they might have farther 


opportunity—-of revelling and furfeiting, upon his Treafure.. So: 
the Pug Coo promos in the. time of Queen Elizabeth, were 
perpetually Whiſpering in the Ears of the then King, of Spain, 
with prodigious Stories as falſe as Hel, thereby to exaſperate 
that Great and Powerful 5 againſt rhe Kingdom, and 
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did diſparage the Forces of the ſaid Queen, and the Poſture and 
Conduct of her Aﬀairs, in order to make him believe,” the 
Conqueſt of Exglard to be a-matter of no great difficulty ; They 
did calumniate that Queen's Jultice, and blamed her proceed- 
ings againlt Seminaries .and Romiſh Prieſts, and tor having a 
jealous eye upon thoſe of their Communion, tor receiving thoſe 
Prieſts and Jeſuits thus ſent inro this Realm to ſeduce her Sub. 
jeas, and to withdraw them from their Obedience; but our 
Conſpirators could not traduce your Majeſty, or blackea your 
Goverament with thoſe Points; none might have been more 
caſie and quiet under your happy Government than they, if their 
Villainous Principles :wauld have ſuffer'd them; and not only 
{o, but they might have had Preferments too, whilſt poor Sut- 
kk and your hearty Friends were Starving, had not their 
amnable Inſolencics and implacable hatred of your Majeſty's 
Perſon and the welfare of the Kingdom, been an obſtacle in 
cheir way: But that which I ſhall obſerve to your Majelty, is, 
that they traduced that Queen with overcharging her Subjetts 
with heavy and unaccultomed Taxes : But it was then well 
known, that no Prince could maintain ſuch a Fleet at Sea,- and 
ſuch an Army at Land wichout great Expence and Charge ; for 
her main end was to prevent-a Foreign Invaſion, by which 
that wiſe Queen certainly knew would be more Expenſive and 
Chargeable ro the Nation, than a Maintenance ot a Force at 
Sea and Land would be to prevent. it. 

Tt is not unknown 'that your Majeſty's Prudence and Con- 
dutt hath appeared ; that tho your Majelly found the Nation in 
a lamentable..Condition, the '{rade Sunk, Liberties Seized, the 
People m_a Ferment, the Enſigns of the many Murders com- 
mitted 1in the Reign of the Late King, upon -.the/Gates ofthe 
City, and upen your Majeſty's acceſſion to the, Throne, a nece(- 
fary War to be commenced, yer the Trade hath in ſome mea- 
fare been- preſerved, -Liberttes reſtored, the condition of the 
Nation much mended, and like to be more and more Impro- 
yed, both as to irs Honour and Interelt, the People Quieted, 
and Reprizals-about ro be made for the Murder of our Friends. 
Your Majeſty hath Reigned now Seven Years, and never rajſed 
ons Penny without the conſent of Parliament, and by the Au- 
thority

thority of the ſame; and the Late King had not Reigned ſeven 
Hours, but he Levied Mony without Parliament :. But I would 
fain have thele Fugitive -Cut-throats that envy and malign your 
Majeſty's cafie Government, to compare the neceſſities ot Queen 
Elizabeth with the urgent occaſion your Majeſty hath of greater 
Taxes than ever that Princeſs could pretend to; for it 15 moſt 
plain beyond all contradiction, Firff, That Wars are now more 
Chargable in this Age; than m that which (he Reigned. Then 
it is plain your Majeſty hath had bur-little or-no Aſſiſtance (the 
Datch excepted) from any Proteſtant Prince, or any other Prince 
of the Confederacy; bur you have been: rather neceſſitated to 
help them : In the laſt place, your Majetty hath every Year of 
your Reign, been obliged to have | ax Forces both at.Sca and 
Land : The Charges ot your Majeſty's Predeceſfors have been 
for the moſt part Voluatary ; their Soldiers fought upon theſe 
Terms, no Purchaſe, no Pay ; and therefore the Subjects were 
not ſo much burthened by foreign” Wars, bur they wenr- forth 
to Conquer: Now, it's ptain, that for a-King todefend/his own

pay himſelf and Army in his new Conquelt : But.Sir that which 
is a wonder to me, is this, that they ſhould complain to King 
Lewis and' King James of the greatnels of the Taxes here; can 
they*think tharalthough he ſhould comply with them once more 
to Invade us, yet at the ſame tume to charge your Majeſty with 
that thing as a high Crime, mult be an unmannerly Charge; 
ſince the French King himfelt doth the ſame every Year, by his 
own Arbitrary Deſpotick Power, that- your Majelty hath only 
done by the Advice, Confent and Authority: of a-dutiful and 

loyal Parliament. | 
But truly Sir, I muft here acquaint your Majeſty, that ſome 
People have condemned-the French King and King James too, 
for giving Credit to-thelſe Confpirators ; tor firſt they ought-to 
have contiiered, That none of the vain Pamphlets that either 
Frrouſon or L'Eftrange; or any of that Raſcally Crew ever writ, 
were ever able to ſhake the natural and dutiful Aﬀettions of our '

have had ſufficient — In the next- place, _ of

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theſe Conſpirators are Prieſts. and Jeſuits, more fit to man«

{courſe of War; to have a low Opinion--of their, own Parts, 
than to' be prodigal in their Aſſurance; and ;let them fay .no 
more.than what 15 true, and judge-that to be the great Truth 
that is beſt made out. In the laſt Place, if that thole have not 
been of the Tribe of Levs, yet then they have been Fellows of 
deſperate: Fortunes, which they arcambitious to advance by 
Lies, and the ruin of their Country. 

.. I do not wonder why they traduce and aſperſe your Majeſty's 
Government, for they are and- have been for many. Years plot- 
ting your Ruin and Deftruction, both before and lince you were 
pur King ; and; the bulineſs is plazn, that they. can never hurt 
your Perſon, till they. haye deſtroyed your Intereſt, and have 
withdrawn a.con(iderable Party. from your Majeſty, by which 
they may make a Stand; then they may. poſlibly (ut not difco- 
vered) make an attempt, upon” your Perlon, which they cannot 
dotill your Intereſt is deſtroyed by their many traiterous Aſper- 
{10ns. (and they beheved) thrown upon your Majclty. * 

Nay, tho King Charies the Second did comply with them 
in many things; yet becauſe he did not comply 1n every thing, 
they ſpared not him, but made; it their buſineſs, to traduce 
him; 1t is true, his, Government was Cenlurable, becauſe he 
complied not with the "Terms and. preſerved: not the funda- 
mental Conſtitutions of an Engliſh Monarchy ;, therefore his 
Government was expoſed to the Cenſure of ſome that op- 
poſed even his proceedings, when they had liberty, -as. they 
were Members of Parliament, for they. had juſt Ground ty 
beheve. that he cloſed with the French Vanans againſt that.

And truly it filled me with great Horror when 
I faw . their Taduſtry 1n diſperſing their, filthy and Scandalous 
Libels againſt. your Majeſty and Government, it being the 
method of thoſe Men firſt, ro beget a dilaftection in your Sub- 
jets againſt your Majeſty (if it were poſſible) that your De- 
ſtruction might be the more eaſily accompliſh'd by them; but 
your Majelty hath been very happy ; for G_ theſe Villains 
could. either. Write or Speak, ever made the leaſt impreſſion 
upon the Hearts. of your- Loving Subjects ;. but on the oth 
hand it flled them with Zeal againſt that party of Men, et- 
pecially ſince they were ſo hight ſenfible of that Grace -and 
Clemency by which their Lives had been continued to them, 
for we all know that this was not the firſt Conſpiracy that 
they have been engaged in againſt your Majeſty ; Ipray God 
it may be the laſt.

And how- much more was it 
ealſe for him to deſtroy me when he had the Crown it ſelf 
upon his own Head ? But above all, Great Sir, how can it 
be, that ſuch a Subject, perverted to ſuch a Villanous Reli- 
ligion, ſhould not be moſt dangerous to his Prince and Coun- 
try ? And to what a lamentable State and Condition he brought 
it when he had Poſleſhon, your Majeſty well knows. 

It was therefore high time for the Proteſtants of this King- 
dom to implore' your Majeſty's Aid and Help in that Hour 
of Diſtreſs, that the Nation was brought to, by that unhap- 
py Perſon, and his wicked Accomplices ; and bleſſed be God, 
tor putring} it into your Royal Heart to come over to us,

K. Charles 1I.-was no ſooner reſtored, but contrary to the expectation of all thoſe 
good men that were the Inſtruments of his Reſtauration, they found to their ſor- 
row, 1.That Juſticewas corruptly adminiſtred, and Offices appertaining to Juſtice 
dearly.bought and ſold. 2.; Benefices and Eccleſiaſtical Dignities vnworthily colla- 
ted npon Men that deſerved no-other Title than of common Rogues and Cheats; 
Men that were many of them unskilful in the Word of Righteouſneſs, and others 
that were Perſons of unſound Principles,and of worſe Norals;their Dodtrines tend- 
img highly to enſlave the Nation,and their Morals to debauch it. This was the Ad- 
vice of an old Friend of yours, and a great Prop of the Ch,of Rome,C. Mazarine, whoſe 
Counſel and Advice it was, To debauch the Kingdom of Engl. and make them Atheiſts, 
and then they would be form good Papiſts.T his was in the year 1654. at which time, 
you and your Party were but at a low ebb ; but how much you purſued the Counſel 
of the 01d Cardinal,l leave all reaſonable and. unbyaſled Men tor judge; and how 
yaur ſneaking Eccleſzaftical Paraſites contributed towards it,it is plain enough to any 
man- that will look back into thoſe Times. There was one Jones your Chaplain,who 
you. ruined, becaufe he would have contributed to the advancing the Proteſtant 
Religion in your Family, according to his Office and Calling of a Miniſter in the 
Church of Ged.

"3. Inthe third place, They ſaw new Impoſitios daily invented and levied, and 
the Publick Treaſure of the Nation, and the Revenues, prodigally conſum'd. Sir, 
you know, how 2000001. was-ſpent, and in order to what and the Parties that! 
receiv'd the ſame were in a Conſpiracy againſt our Laws, Liberties, and Religion : 
And did not you =: ſelf join-in the waſting of the King's Treaſure ; and procu- 
red great Sums of mony to be iſſued out of his Majeſty's wo to keep your 
Priefts, Jeſuites, Monks, and to find your 1r/h Officers with Subſiſtence-Money, ill 
that you ſhould: have occaſion to make uſe of them for thoſe Ends and Purpoſes 
that might advance your Cauſe and wicked Purpoſes againſt the Engl/þ Intereſt, 
and the Proteſtant Religion, Well therefore might you, in your Speech to the 
Councel, Feb. 6. 1694. call Charles the Second your kind and loving Brother ; for 
he joyned with you in thoſe wicked deſigns and Purpoſes which you were carry- 
ing on to deſtroy and enſlave us, and too; often took your Faults upon himſelf, to 
ſcreen you from the publick Juſtice of the Nation.

effe& this Work,what Arts and Contrivances you and, your Confpirators di ,uſE; 
by introducing French Whores, French Faſhions and Cuſtoms, and Fre#ch Ofhcersz 
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and French Servants, whom we have nouriſhed aad cheriſhed with all the” Careſſes 
imaginable; and tothe meaneſt /alet de Chamber, or Contemptible Lacquey or 
Fidler,, who pretended to be but, Alamode de France, your Paraſites paid more re- 
X-to, than to our brave Engliſhmen; nay ſo amorous too had your fine, but 
(debanched) Ladies been of a French Kickſhaw, that they have even-hugged them 
in their very boſoms; and have lamented the loſs, tho” but of the meaneſt French 
Skips; witneſs the Tears that fell from divers great Perſonages of the Feminine 
Sex,that on their knees made fupplication for that infipid Highway-man Du Vall, 
who at laſt, though with great difficulty, was hanged at Tyburn for Robberjes 
committed on the Highway. It is true, he was a man of excellent Parts, and fin- 
gular Learving,only he could neither Write nor Read. 

But had this been all, 1 ſhould not have mentioned this Particular, There was 
more in this then Tome unthinking men at that time were aware of; for you, and- 
your Aecomplices made further ſteps to maintain this ſtrong Alliance with the 
French;our mortaFEnemies ; for you did nor only introduce the Modes and Cuſtoms 
of 1 rance amongſt vs, but the Yoke of France that mult be put on too. I have heard 
of a certain Knight,called Sir © ames----that in a Coftee> houſe was heard to ſay,That 
i would never be well-in England, till our King was as bfolute as the King -of France. 
He was an Alderman of Londen, and, Sir, your very humble Admirer ; and at that 
time you had made a vety gracious promiſe to him of obtaining of your Brother 
the great Park near Publix for him, for the great Serices he had done your ſelf and 
the French Intereſt : And truly,Sir,he hath deſerved that Boon at your hands, were- 
K but for the aforeſaid wiſe Saying of his ; and had that Raſcal had but Brains ſuj- 
table to-his Impudence, a man might eaſily have taken him for one of the Chief 
of the Conſpirators with your ſelf, againſt the Religion, Laws and Liberties of 
the- People of England : This Fellow, I ſay, was an Alderman of Zondoy, an his 
Reſidence was in the City ; but by his Diſcourſe a man would have ſworn he had 
always lived with your-Conſpirators at St. 7James's, or at Whitehall, or with the 
French Taylor, an old Companion of yours, who thanked: God, That bis great 
Kmg of France could ſend for bis Head, and bis Eſtate, when be pleaſed. 

Bleſſed be God,Sir, your Reſidence is in that ſweet place of St. Germains,where- 
yor enjoy your ſelf, and Friends, in a moſt comfortable manner; and you have 
your health as welt as- if you had 100 Sail of Ships at: your Devotion, and an 
Army of'50000 men, which is a mercy. I pray, let me- ask you, What ſort of 
People are your Frenc Neiphbou ours? Is there not ſuch a flavifh temper in thoſe- 

Wretches as is aſtoniſhing ?- 

Juſt to ſuch a laviſh and knaviſh Temper you were about" to bring the People of 
this Nation to ; your Conſprators had made a confiderable progreſs in this mighty 
Work; and had not Divine Providence interpoſed, you had<tompleared the ſame: 
Your party,to compleat this Work, found:ont the only true way,which was firſt to- 
enſlave our Souls, by ſubjefting them, and our: Reaſon, to the blind Superſtition of 
the-Charch;for-that Prieft-craft having once ſo far won upon: Engli/hmen,as to make 
them. tra/f and pr their Faith and Reaſon upon their Sleeves, they'may after that 
Ine Ony thing that they ſhall d&c# ; and therefore,as in your Day;ſo in 


all Ages heretofore, nothing did ſhew more the Cunning of your Banditti, than to 
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dr/ve.on. theſe two together, Popery and Slavery;only ſometimes they have driven on- 
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the one by the other ; ſometimes Popery led the Van to bring on French Slavery, and 
ſometimes French Slavery led: the-Vaa to bring on. Popery. Your Friends well knew 
that Popery and Slavery,like two Siſters, they go hand in hand ; ſometimes one goes 
firſt,and ſometimes the other : In England your Council reſolved that Popery was to 
bring in Slavery;in Scotland, Slavery was to have brought in Popery;and this was done 
by our Prieſts blind admonition to the People,of obedience to our Goyernors, be it 
good they command,or be it evi,whatever they command, it muſt be obeyed : And 
what Nation ſoever came under the misfortune of being robb'd of their Rights 
and Liberties, it was chiefly brought to paſs by Prieſt-craft, in preaching up blind 
obedience,and extolling Vicious Kings, and calling them excellent,tho the vileſt of 
Tyrants,who were riding Poſt to ſwallow them up : This was the PraQtice of our 
Ufurpation-of the Goverament ; and fo they would have done to this day,had not 
the Tythe-pig been in danger: Nothing, I fay, contributed more to the con- 
firming and eſtabliſhing the late King your Brother's Alliances with France, as 
that progreſs your Prieſts and Jeſuits made in perverting the People, as to their 
Religion ; and our Eccleſiaſtical Brokers debauching their Morals by their Im-- 
morality, and looſneſs of living, and enſlaving their Mindes by their damnable 
Dodrines of Paſſive Obedience, and Non-reſittance,and the Divine-Right of Suc- 
ceſſion to the Imperial Crown. of the Realm... * 

7.He being fully reſolv'd to follow his Pleaſure; he left the Adminiſtation of the 
Three Kingdoms to your ſelf,and Cut-tbroat Party,who were Enemies to the. people. 
of England, and were in a damnable Conſpiracy againſt his Perſon and Government, 
and the Proteſtant Religion. That he was reſolved upon-hisPleaſures, you, nor no 
man-can deny-; and that you had. the aſcendency of him, is-too plain and manifeſt 
to admit of the leaſt doubt or fcruple; But that which was moſt wicked, you kept ; 
him plied with thoſe vile Wretches, who promoted that Vice in-him. And tho he. 
was the vileſt of all the Kings that went before him, for his many Immeralities;yet 
how did his Eccleſiaſtical Paraſites flatter him, and admire him-as a-Prince of the: 
greateſt Yirtues; a King of Peace (they called him) and a King of Righteouſneſs. 

I am ſare-heengaged the Government in to unjuſt Wars againſt the Dutch; 
and thanks be to Godjhe was by them worſted in both thoſe Wars; and it pro- 
ved fatal to the pirators; for the great Deſign of ruining the Dutch, was 
an advancement of Poperyand Arbitrary 'Powerhere in England,which you durſt 
not attempt till they were weakened; you fearing their joyning their Forces to- 
gether to reſcue us from your Damnable Deſigns againſt our Religion; Laws and 
Liberties, as-you know: they did, and that to very good purpoſe; the effedts of. 
which will not be gotten-out'of your old Bones as long as you live. 

Before I conctide this Head, give me leave, Sir, to obſerve,that whilſt the King: 
your Byother was ſwallowed up m his Pleaſures, you, and your Minions,did make it 
your buſineſs to beget in the People a low opinion of the method of Governing ; 
and by your-Prieſts(you taking opportunity, by reaſon of our then villanousCater- 
pillars of the Church countenancing it in a very high manner)to beger inthe people - 
a-mean opinion of the Proteſtant Religion;and Intereſt ;, and you' may remember you 
gained not a few to your Party« Therefore, when.we conſider our danger, we: 
cannot but be. aſtoniſhed at our deliverance;For had your Banditti been avowed i: - 
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piſts, our danyer might-more eaſily have-been conquered , for ſome, nay the moſt 
of them,when the Teit came in force,quitted their Imployment at Court ; amongft 
them, Sir. your ſweet ſelf quitted the Office and Title,of Lord High Admiral of 
Engl 4; but, Sir, yc had gotten a Crew about you, that did undertake with you, 
ro ruin and deſtroy the Government, which lay under no temptation of Religion ; 
theſe joined their forces and Intreſt againſt the King and Kingdom, and truly, 1 
think, our greateſt danger was from them. 

You having this fair opportunity of your Brother's being ſo additted to his Plea- 
fures,and he leaving the Adminiſtration ofAfﬀeairs to you,and your Hellborn Crew, 
It was a great wonder you did not ſtrike ſooner, and leap into the Chair an Age or 
two before the time you did ; It's certain' you came not in without Murther, and 
Murther would have been but Murther if it had been done ten or a dozen years be- 
fore. Truly, tho you had Villains that one would have thought were bad enough, yet 
you had not enough for ſo black a Deſign, as the overthrow of the Governmear, 
and the Proteſtant Religion ; they weve not, I ſay, ripe enough ; your Popiſh 
Party at home were keen, but they wanted a good back to their edge; therefore, 
Sir, you fearing yaur ſtrength at home, you applied your ſelf abroad to the French 
King, he being indowed with all thoſe Qualities, which in a Prince may paſs for 
Vertves, but in any man of a private'Station, they would be capital : He being a 
Champion for Popery and. Arbitrary Power, with him-you joyned to ruin the Go- 
vernment, and the Proteſtant Religion, your damnable Conſpiracy being a Proje&t 
every way ſuitable to the Inclination and Intereſt of that Bloody Monſter of Man- 
kind. You may remember the Trayterous Correſpondencies you maintained with 
him,and he with you,by your moſt Excellent Secretary Coleman, who you honeſtly 
left to be hanged for that great peice of ſecret Service he did you in that time. 

$8. We well remember how careleſs he was in the maintenance of our Religion. 
Truly when Princes are given up to their Pleaſures, it is no' great matter what Reli- 
gion they Profeſs ; you may well call to mind what breaches you and your Party 
made upon our Religion through his careleſneſs and remiſneſs; how you advanced 
the Popiſh Intereſt, and diſcountenaticed the Proteſtants;and as your Secretary Cole- 
man obſerved, that you would not forget the Tricks the Parhament of England hag 
played with you ; ſo we cannot” but remember what Tricks you play'd with us; for 
it-is plain, that there was not a conſiderable Preferment in the Church that fell, but 
either he that was preferred was one of no Religion, or elſe that which was worſe, 
he was a perſon that engaged in your unrighteous Cauſe and Quarrel, 
Sir, by your means, and the means of your Ayo >. ſuch men were made uſe of 
in the Church, that though the ignorance and inſufficincy of ſome of them, and 
oſcitancy and remiſneſs of others, ro whom the Guardianfhip of her was commited, 
out Religion and Worſhip became lamentably diſmantled, misfigured and defaced, 
and this well-might in all the integratand principal parts ofat (more or leſs; inſo- 
- much, that a Man that underſtayds the Do&trines and holy Intentions of our firſt 
Reformers trom the Synagogue of Rome,and ſhall compare things with things,could 
nor yet can hardly be able to ſay this is the Proteſtant Religion; |, - | 
Bur how can any man wonder that King Charles the Second ſhould be careleſsin 
the ſupport and maintenance of our Reformed Religion, ſince that he was in his 


heart and ſoul engaged to the Doftrines and Communion of the Church of Rome ; 
witneſs 
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witneſs his being reconciled tothat 


Years; Then I ſay,he declared he would reſtore their Religion when ever he ſhould 

come. to his Right. When the Princeſs Henrietta came to Dover, you know what 
her Errand was, to preſs the King to reſtore the Romyſb Religion here in Eng- 
lznd; and that the breach of the Peace with the Dutch was then and there contrived 
by you and your Conſpirators, and conſulted to by the King, and all in order to 
the reducing thoſe States to the Catholick Faith: And it was determined to begin 
the publick Exerciſe of the Romyſb Religion in /reland ; and to facilitate that work, 
you may well remember, who was ſent over Lord Lieutenant. Upon all theſe 
Conſiderations, a Man may not now wonder at King Charles's careleſneſs in the 
ſupport and maintenance of the Proteſtant Religion. 

You well remember that you your ſelf and your other Conſpirators had begot in 
the King your Brother a full perſuaſion of the Truth of this Propoſition, That the 
Roman-C atholicks were the greateſt fayourers of Monarchy ; therefore in his Letter 
to the French King, bearing date,Jwne 1676.that he teſolv'd to be like his Neighs 
bours in Religion ; but you know that he was prevented by the L. Arlngton and the * 
Parliament, for which you were pleaſed to tell Father Lacheiſe, in your Letter of 
July 1676.that the L. Arlington and ovhers,by a Thouſand deceits,endeayoured to 
break the good Intelligence that was betwixt the King, your Brother,and his moſt 
Chriſtian Majeſty,and your ſelf,to the end they might deceive you all Three ; and 
therefore the Parliament,and the ſaid L. Arlington and his party,were by you de- 
clared in that Letter as uſeleſs and dangerous,for that the ſaid Arl;ngron and his 
Friends did work inceſſantly to advance the. /mereſt of the Pr. of Orange and the 
Dutch,and to leſſen the Intereſt of the French King, Now the King, your Brother, 
being a man unſteady in his reſol«tions,he ſometimes failed your Brother of France, 
as well as your ſelf, and other Conſpirators. . 6. We 
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9, We, in his Life-time, ſaw there was no likelihoodof bis having any legit?- 
mate Iſſue to Succeed lim in'the.Government ; Truly, Sir, 4 think-I may fay that 
was contriy'd by your Father Clarendon, and"your ſelf-and in-it you intended the 
hurt of the People of England;but God, who governs the World, hath made his 
want of legitimate Iſſhe to be the greateſt Bleſſing that Ever England ſaw ; for by 
that means we have a King that well-knows, that it is molt certain and evident 
to all men, that the publick Peace and Happipeſs of any State or Ringioe, cannot 
be preſerved, where the Laws, Liberties, and Cuſtoms Eſtabliſhed by the Lawful 
Authority in it are openly Tranſgrelſed and Annulled , more eſpecially when the 
alteration of Religion is endeavoured, and that a Religion which 1s contrary to 
Law-is endeavoured to be introduced : Upon which, thoſe who are immediately 
concerned in it,are indeſpenſably bound to endeavour to Preſerve and Maintain the 
Eſtabliſhed Laws, Liberties and Cuſtoms, and above all, the Religion and Worſhipzof 
God that is eſtabliſhed among them , and-to take ſuch an effeQual care, that the 
Inhabitants in that State or Kingdom may not. be deprived of their JON, NOT 
of their Civil Rights, which is ſo much the more neceſſary, becatſe the tneſs 
and Security both of Kings and Royal Families, and of all ſuch as are in Authori- 
ry,as well as the Happineſs of their Subje&ts and People, depend in a moſt eſpeci- 
al manner upon the exatt Obſervation-and Maintenance of theſe their Laws, Li- 
berties and Cuſtoms. This, Sir, is the Sentiment and bleſſed Reſolution of King 
William ; and this he and his Miniſters put in Execution, which is a blcfled Change, 
which we could not have lived to enjoy, had Charles your Brother left any 1 
behind him that had been capable of the Crown z but that which you contrived 
for our Miſchief, is turned to our SEE, for we have the beſt of Kings 
upon the Throne, and the worſt of Men taking of the Air at St. Gerais. 

10. The late King Charles your Brother, did obſtinately, refuſe toenter into a 
League with thoſe who intended to uphold and maintain the Proteſtant Religion : 
This I muſt ſay of the Dutch,that ever ſince they delivered themſelves from the In- 
tollerable Yoke of the Crown of Spain; their great aim and deſign hath been to 

romote the Intereſt of the Reformed Religion, and have;endeavoured to make Al- 
iances with thoſe Princes that were, and are of the Reformed Religion, and 
have endeavoured to make good thoſe Alliances, but how King Charles your Byo- 
they, your ſelf, and the reſt of your Partiſans treated the Dntch ever ſince his Re- 
ſtoration to the Crown, it is well known, and how he, in the compaſs of Ten years 
made Two ungodly Wars ; but as I faid before, I muſt ſay again, The Dutch did 
moſt commonly ſend us home with broken bones. r Cauſe was Wicked, and 
God gave us- Sncceſs ſuitable thereunto ; and for what ends and purpoſes theſe 
Wars were made , you, and your moſt Chriſtian Brother can yery well tell ; 
but leaſt, Sir, you ſtnuld' have orgotten thoſe Wars, give-me leave to give you a 
brief note of them. | | 

In the-year 166$.it is well known that a War was made upon the Dutch; I could 
wiſh it were as well remembred what the provocation was that occaſioned it,and 
what ſucceſs it had, I thirſk, Sir, as I ſaid juſt'now, the ſucceſs was fuitable; in 
the firſt fight you had the Command ofthe Fleet ; and. truly it was a Victory you 
obtained ; but how came we off at Bergon, and how in the year i656, when 
Monk had the Command ? your Conſpirators got vaſt ſupplies from your 34 of 

y Penhoners. 
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ſee what felicity attends that King who*follows the Counſels of Honeſt Wiſe Men, 
and excludes the corrupt Politicks of Rogues, that aim at nothing'but the advance- 
ment of themſclves and Families, though it be upon the Tuin of their Country ; for 
It is a thing ſcarce credible,though very true, that two Treaties. of ſuch Werght and n- 
tricacy, and various aſpect as that of the Defenſive League with Hclland, and: the 0- 
ther for-repreſling of the further Progreſs of the French in the Spaniſh Netherlands , 
ſhould, in five days.time, in the year 1668. be concluded, when yours, and the Politycks 
of your Conſpirators were exclifded.. Such was the ſecreſie and expedition then uſed 
in - proſecuting the King, your Brother's Iiſtru&ion ; and fo eafie a thing it is for 
Princes,” when they have a mind to it, to be well ſerved. You may remember, that 
the Swede alſo ſhortly made the third in this Conſort, whether wiſely judging that in 
the Minority of their King Reigning over late acquired Dominions, it was their true 
Intereſt to have their hands in all the Councils that tended to Peace and Undilturbed 
Poſſeſſion :- Or whether indeed thoſe Minilters, like ours, did even project in-f0 
glerious an Alliance to betray it afterward to their own greater adavntage, from 
their joyning 1n it, it was called the Tripple Alliance; the King, you know, was ſo 
fond of it, thar he ceaſed not to ſollicite other Princes, according to the Seventh Ar- 
ticle of that Treaty, to come. into the Guarranty of the ſame, and he extreamly, for 
a time, delighted himſelf in cultivating, by all good means, what he by the Counſel 
of ſome good Men had-ſo happily planted; and what fatisfaQtion this Tripple League 
fo made, gave tothe Engliſh Nation, and how it did charm the more ready Votes of 
the Houſe of Commons into a Supply, and juſtifie the neceſſity of it in the very face 


of the whole Kingdom ; For it was of ſo good report, and ſo generally acceptable 
to the Proteſtant Party, as being a Hook in*the French Noſtrils, that the Penſionary 


Parliament (who were wont, whether it were for War or Peace to make the Nation 
Pay for it) could not have dehired a fairer pretence to colour their Liberality. 

You know, Sir, what vaſt Sums were obtained and laviſhed in the firſt War with 
Holland; that Parliament in the Month of April 1670. giving the Additional Duties 
vpon' Wines for 8 years, which did 'amount to Five hundred and Sixty thouſand 
pounds, and confirmed the ſale of the Fee-Farm Rents which was no leſs their gift, 
being a part of the publick Revenue, to the value of Eighteen hundred thouſand 
pounds; nay, not only ſo, but they met again upgn the 24th of OFoher in the year 
1670. and .uponthe Speech of the Lord Keeper Bridgman, whoj/ telling the Parlia- 
ment what a multitude of Beneficial Leagues the King had made, and naming to 
them the Tripple League, they could no longer hold, gave again a Subſidy of One 
Shilling in the pound, to-the real value of all Lands, and-other Eſtates proportio- 
nably, with ſeveral more Beneficial Clauſes into the Bargain, to begin the 24th.of 
June 1677. and to. expire the 24th of June 1672. together with'|this they gave the 
Additional Exciſe: upon Beer and Ale for Six years, to feckon the ſame from June 
the 27th 1671. And laſtly, the Law-Bill commencing from the firſt of May 1671, 
and at nine years end to determine. If you, now you are at leiſure, will caft up 
theſe. Three Bills, you will find them not a penny leſs than 25000001). 

Thus, Sir, you may ſee what a Reputation this Tripple League gave the King, 
your Brother, both at home and abroad; at/home”this Tripple League obtained a 
Tripple Supply, which ſome men:thought would as with three Golden Nailes have ri- 
vetted it. All the Princes of Ewrope:courted him abroad, and were highly pleaſed 

| ; with 
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with it ; the Emperor uſed ail the preſſing means that became him, that he might par- 
take of the benefit of that Alliance, and was refuſed, 

The Duke of Lorain, who had been alwaysa true Friend to your Brother, and your- 
ſelf, and by his affeQtion to the Tripple League did incur the difpleaſitre of the French 
King, and loſt his whole Territory :. It was ſeized in the Year 1669. agaiuſt all Laws, 
not only of Peace, but of Hoſtility too, becauſe of his not being admitted. into the 
Alliance; for which he had ſo great a regard, that the honour he had fort proved 
fatal to him; he was left by yonr means to. be a Sacrifice, notwithſtanding King 
Ch.rles's Invitation of all Princes to come in ;yet when they delired to be admitted, 
they were refuſed. 

But in a-ſhort time; all-thoſe Honeſt Counſels which had taken effet with fo great 
ſatisfa@tion to the Nation, and to the great honour of your Brother, were all changed ; 
uſt as if Treaties, as ſoon as the Wax 1s cold, do loſe their vertue; the King your 
Brother, went down to Dover in the Month of we, 1670. to meet, after a long Ab- 
ſence, Madam, his, and your only remaining Siſter; and if the Duke of Buckmgbane 
and Sir Thomas Armſtrong wete alive, they could tell what a pleaſant Meeting they 
had, and how pleaſantly they' paſled the time of interview ; and what paſſed I will 
not now relate, you knowing all of it well enough; But as the days were the more 
pleaſant, becauſe the King had not ſeen her for a long ſeaſon; ſo the Interview proved 
fatal to that Princeſs; for though ſhe left England in good health, yet upon her arri- 
val in France, ſhe ſuddenly expires, 

Well then, ſhe dies, what was the conſequence of ker death? The Marqueſs Bel- 
onds is immediately diſpatch't hither, and a Perſon of great Hononr ſent to the Court 


of France ;, and before ever the inquiry and grumbling at her death was over, in a 
trice there was an inviſible League, in One of the Tripple one, ſtruck up with 


France, to all the height and dearneſs of affeQtion as if upon diſſe&ting the Princeſs, 

there had been ſome State- Philtye been found in her Bowels, or the Reconciliation 

with France were not to. be celebrated with a leſs Sacrifice than the Blood Royal of 

Fngland. The ſequel of this Interview was fatal to the Princeſs; and the conſequence . 
of her coming was fatal to England, for as the Treaty was a work of darkneſs, and 
ould not preſently be diſcovered; ſo the Parliament, I told you, nwſt meet again 
o give a Tripple Supply to maintain the Tripple League ; and they being ignorant of 
vhat was done, thinking all had been ſecure, gave the aforeſaid ſupply. 

Sir, You got the Supply; what uſe did your Conſpirators make of it? Was not the 
Parliament Prorogued, and met not again till the gth of Febr, 1672. by which means 
you, and your Accomplices, had a convenient ſcope for the mighty work you had upon 
'our hands to'ruin the Proteſtant Religion, and the Profeſſors thereof; and that-yow 
night be free from the inſpeQion of a Parliament till this mighty Work was fi- 

iſhed, 1 obſerved to you, That the, King, your Brother, before the Jaterview, was 
nciting of the Princes to come into the Alliance, but from henceforward it ceaſed ; 
nd, as I ſaid before, when they did offer themſelves , they were baſely refuſed. 

Oh ! what joy, Sir, you, and the. reſt of the Conſpirators, did conceive ! with 

hat diligence was Smth,the Jeſuits Agent in London,diſpatched over to St; Omers 
0 acquaint your Friends there of the -Engliſh Jeſuits; and from thence to Doway,to 
cquaint the Crew there in what'a happy way you were-in todo the Catholick Reli- 
ion ſervice, and that the King was clearly come over; he having promiſedto do all”

help of your Helliſh Crew, your Brother, being gained to your fide in this particular, 
you reſolve upon the annulling of that Alliance,which was of very little uſe ; for ſome 
time before it was totally diſſolved. 
- In order to the diſſolving this Treaty, old Henry Coventry, one of your Conſpira- 
tors, was diſpatched to the Court of Sweden; and he with as much impudence as truth, 
affirm'd: at his departure, That the end of his Journey to Sweden was, to break the 
Tripple- League : and this is apparent, that after his jugling with the French Miniſters 
there, andthe King of Sweden, the ſaid King, did never more proſecute the Delign and 
ends of that - Alliance, until the Breach between us and the Dutch : What, did he 
arm himſelf at the expence of the League,and did firſt,under the diſguiſe of.a Media- 
tion, act the French Intereſt, and at laſt he threw off the Y3zor,and drew his Sword in 
their Quarrel. 

Truly, Sir,l- cannot but admire how ſucceſsful you were in gaining that great Point 
of ruining Europe in-general , and this Nation in particular ; by this way deligning 
the utter Subverſion of the Froteſftant Religion, and all our Engliſh Liberties, as 1 ſhall 
ſhew-you in the ſ=quel of this Memento: Nevertheleſs, I cannot but much more ad- 
mire, that Mr, Coventry, that in his Embally at. Breda was ſo Inſtrumental in putting 
a. period-to that firſt wicked and unfortunate War with the Dutch, would at length 
be made a Tool of a Second, and break ſuch an Alliance as rendered Exgland honou- 
Table to all Europe, and by which all Chriſtendom was faſtened : And that which ren- 
dered his Carriage in that Affair more vile aud baſe, ſince no Man underſtood the 
Theory and Praick of Honour better than himſelf, and yet could in ſo eminent an Ig- 
ſtance forget it, and himſelf too, the imployment” being more fit for a. Butler, 
or:a Downing, or ſome ſuch Dunghil Raſcal ; all that I ſhall ſay in his excuſe, 1s, that 
upon his return he was made a Secretary of State by your procurement, for ſich a 
ſet of Devilifh Services that he had done for the French King,the King your Brother, 
and-your ſelf: by this means he had made a Tripple Coufederacy to ruin us, in oppo- 
ſition to a Tripple League, that might have preſerved-us, and all Europe 1n perfect 
Peace.. -If.my poor Judgment might paſs,Mr, Coventry, if he had continued an honeſt 
Gentleman, he might have-been an Inftrument of good to Egrope, and more honou- 
rable here-at home: 

- But this Gentleman was not the only fnner that was imployed: 1n the DewiPs Ser- 
vice ; for Sir Wil s m Lockyard, and ſeveral others, were diſpatched to other Courts 
upon the ſame Errand. This Lockyard was grown 2s {A a /illazn as your heart and 
ſoul could deſire :.and had in the baſeſt manner Proſtituted himſelf to do-your Popyh | 
Drudgery ; and would have gone along with it_tothe utmoſt tedder of your Deligns. 

Well then,what was next to be done ?* your Deſigns looked with as fair an Aſpett 
as your heart: and ſoul could defire : You had France, your Brother, and your ſelf, 
linked*together, that-a Man would have thought you could not haye been parted : 
What then js the next Intention ? truly a'War with the. Dutch ; ,4ad that you might 
reaſonably expeR.for all your Afﬀairs were diſpoſed towards it. Here, Sir, I muſt re- 
mind-you of two things. 1. What you did to procure a War. 2. What you did 
to carry on that ſecond Wicked War. 1. What

1. What you, and your Conſpirators did to. procure a War with the Dutch, 
For it cannot be conceived, that after the King had made ſo firm a League with the 
States-General. of-the United Provinces, but that therefore you, and your Counſellors 
muſt have ſome fair Pretence for breaking with them "or elſe to ſpill ſo much 
Blood, and ſpend ſo much Treaſure without cauſe, muſt occaſion your Neighbours 
to think you were men that would keep no Faith, or that you did not underſtand 
your own Intereſt ; nay, they-muſt have thought the ſame of all the Euglyb Nation; 
but that they well knew, that this ſecond,-as well as the firſt War, was againſt the 
Judgment, and Genius, and lntereſt of the Nation in general. But a War you 
would have: And therefore, 

1. You ſet up a Si quis, if any one could give Evidence for you, and the reſt of the 
Conſpirators,againſt the Dutch, let them come forth, and they ſhould be heard; there- 
fore an O yes was made, and the Eaſt- india Company was ſent, for, to know what they 
had to ſay againſt the Dutch; but the Dutch had ſo punRually preformed the Treaty 
at Breda, and eſpecially as to the honour of the Flag, that nothing could be objected 
azainſt them , ſo here you failed of you aims of picking a quarrel with them. 

2, You would have quarrelled with them for having their Fleet abroad ; though 
that Obje&ion vaniſhed, their Fleet was upon their own Coalts, purſuant to the 
Tripple League, and in proſecution of that Treaty ; ſo,'Sir, you failed here. - But 
what then? You was reſplved upon a War, and therefore you would not leave one 
Stone unturned; but you would find ſome cauſe or another to ruin, ifit had been in 
your Power, that Proteſtant State. 

3. You were put upon a third Experiment ; to commence a War, and to make a 
Caſe which never happened before, or could have been imagined by any fober man ; 
you had a pimping Yatch, which you cauſed to bear an Engli/ſh.Fack in the Month'ot 
Auguſt 1671. which you ordered to fail into the midſt of the Dutch Fleet, and ſing- 
led-out the Admiral, and ſhot twice at him.4 which Action was certainly very ridi- 
culous aud unnatural,-as for a Lark to adventure upon a Hawk : Notwithſtanding 
this impudent Action of the-Commander, of the Scoundrel Boat,” The Admiyral, in re- 
pon to his Majeſty's Colours, paid our Yatch-Admiral a viſit, to know the reaſon of 

uch a Carriage, found it was becauſe the Dutch had refuſed to {trick Sail to his little 
Bum-boat; the Dutch Admiral excuſed the matter with all the civility that could be 
delired,-it being a Caſs of the-firſt impreſſion; and therefore he'could have no laſtru- 
ctions as to that Point ; and therefore, as it became hin, he promiſed he would ac- 
quaint his Maſters in that Afair, and take their DireQions, and fo they parted; and 
the noble Commander, with his Oyſter-Boar, returned, being fraught with the Quar-- 
rel for which he was ſent, which yet was for ſome time palled over here infilence, 
without any complaint, or demand of ſatisfa&tion ; bur your Contpirators were re- 
ſolvedto improve it afterwrads;, When the Conſpiracy again{t thoſe Proteſtant States 
was ready to take effett, then this Point began to be debated, and a reaſon for the 
intended wicked War. The Confſpirators afligaed the Dutch had not vailed their Bon- 
nets to the Engliſh 'Dung-boat, it carrying the King's moſt Excellent Jack; tho” it is 
plain, the Dutrb had all-along, both . at home.and here, as carefully endeavoured to 
give, as the Conſpirators, that were Miniſters, to avoid the receiving all manner of 
ſatisfaction : Nay; our Villains wonld'not ſo much as ler the States- Genera! know what 
would. be received and owned as fatisfaQtion ; nay, they were ſo atraid that the _ 
would: 
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would comply in the buſineſs of the Flag, and by that means'the Rogues would be 
. diſappointed of a hopeſul War, the Cloek was ſet forwand ſome minutes, 1o that by 
their-roguery they did Vappily obtain a War { And whatJjoy there was at St James, 
: and amongſt your Prieſts, fome of whom -were ſo drunk, that the news they wrote of 
this Breach with the Dutch in their Letters, could not be read : And it's well known, 
that vpon the arrival of the News, Te Deum was ſung very devoutly at the Queen's 
ChappelatSt. James's, and Money ordered by the Queen for to be diſtributed.to poor 
Catholicks3a-token of Joy and Thankſgiving: 
4. Pictures and Medals, This was another Pretence which you,ant: your Banditt: 


took up to commence a War againit the Dutch; but your Conſpirators handled 


this Point very. nicely, fearing the Putch ſhould give them fatisfaCtion in this very 
Pourt, and thereby. prevent a War. It is very plain that the Dutch were not conſct- 
ous to themſelves of any Provocation given to England but did ſolemnly proteſt, 
That if any provocation were given by them, (nay, they went {o far, that they were 
ready. to make ſatisfation for Offences taken) the Englyh. ſhould make their De- 
mands. You, Sir, and the reſt of the Conſpirators againſt the Proteſtant Religion, 
do accaſe them of theſe Medals and :PiQures; what then, Muſt you have a War ? 1 
confeſs, I have read of a Poet, by a daſh of his Pen, was the Cauſe of a War againſt 
Poland; but that, Sir, was the firſt time that ever a Painter could, bythe ſtroke of his 
Penctl,occaſion the breach of ſo conſiderable a League as was made with the Dutch, 

5- To fifl up rhe meaſure of the 7aiquity of the Dutch, they bring in againſt them 
the Charge of detaining ſome Engliſh Families in Surinam, after the Dominion of that 
Colony, by Treaty of Peace, was ſurrendered up to the Hollander, What a Neiſe you 
and the reſt of the Con/pirators made about this Buſinefs | for upon the ſtrift Exami- 
nation of the Buſineſs, It was found that there was'no ſuch thing as the detaining of 
any Engliſh Families, but leave only given them to abide there, if they pleaſed : Nay, 
when the Firſt-born of all Roguery and Villany, Baniſter himſelf, who was one of your 
Banditti , whom you had Imployed as an Ayent and Contriver of all this Mifaurder- 
ſtanding 1n all that Afﬀair, could not at laſt torbear to cry Shame of it. 

Can you, Sir, refie4 upon theſe things without bluſhing ? Owght you not, now you 
have time, to think and conſider the invalidity of-all theſe Allegations ? Were theſe 
the Pillars. that you made uſe of to add” ſtrength? And were Medals ſufficient to 
give weight, and Pictures colour for ſuch aniEnterprize as this ! But this is nothing, 
a War, you and your Confpirators, were reſolved upon; and therefore a Manifeſto 


was on March 17, 1673s. publiſhed, all theſe Crying Sins of the Dutch were made pub- 


lick, and War Proclaimed; and with-what joy to the Confpirators, and with what 
 gfief to the good Peopte of England;:Chriſtendom well knaws, fa = 

You and your Parti/.ns did, 1 ſay, rejoyce, but:what was the conſequence of that 
wicked Rupture. proclaimed on that fatal 17th day of 3darch, but your.making-your 


ſelf, and your Devilih Party, Principals to-all the Horrid 'Deſtru&ton, Devaltation, ' 


Ravage and Slaughter, which from: that aforeſaid 17th of March, 1672, that hath 
been continued to this very Year of 1.696. 

2, I come to.xemind you with what you did to carry on- that Wicked/War ; and 
here the heads pf your Rogues were hard at Work, for there was great need of good 
conſideration'in the Aﬀair, for-if F am not much out ivmy memory, the King, your 
Brother, was Two Millions in debt, notwithſtanding the valt Sums of RP __ 

| | obtain 
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obtained by the ſtrength of the Tripple League, which he had {© baſely broke'and 
diſſolved. What therefore ſtall we do for Money ? your People had' ſeveral Pro- 
jects on foot, , but there were four reſolved on, and put in Execution. 

1. The Conſpirators were to try their utmoſt Efforts with the French King who 
had made them mighty Promiſes of his Purſe, and Credit, to extirpate the Dutch- 
States, and by this had decoyed you into the War : But what was your Succeſs, I 
pray ? Truly you were not ſo ſucceſsful as you expected, the. Aid he contributed 
was but narrow, and could go but a little way in the managing of fo great a War: 
for all the whole Revenue, and the French Contribution, could not laſt tex Months 
War: even this your Conſpirators foreknew, and therefore they reſolve upon a 
ſecond ProjeR, 

2, The ſhutting up the Exchequer, into which you and your Friends, had decoyed 
in the wealthy Goldſmiths, and they the reſt of the Nation, by due payment of 
Intereſt, till you had run the King in debt two Millions, no body can certainly tell 
upon What occaſion, but your ſelf, your Prieſts, and other Confpirators, but then 
your Reſolution was taken, that not one penny ſhould be expended otherwiſe then 
to carTy on your Holy War for the pious Catholicks Uſes, to which Confpirators 
had dedicated the ſame. This Reſolution of yours, and your Party,-was carried on with 
all the Secrecy that became ſo black a Deſign, that you might nor by venting it, un- 
ſeaſonably ſpoil the wit and malice of it, you on a ſudden, upon the 1ſt of January, 
1672 for a New Year's Gift to the Kingdom, to the great aſtoniſhment, ruin and 
diſpair of Intereſted Perſons, and to the terror of the whole Nation by fo Arbitrary 
a Fa&: the Proclamation iſlued, whereby the Crown, amidſt the-confluence of ſuch 
great Supplies, publiſhed it felf a Bankrupt : and made Prize of the Subje@, and 
broke all Faith and Contrat. at home, in order to break with the Dutch and to 
carry on the War with more advvantage, 

But, Sir, your Politicks failed you there : for the Sum you obtained by this Impu- 
dent Cheat upon the People, did not anſwer the Expectation of yonr Party, nor the 
Ends for which the Rapine was committed : 1 find that you were till ſtraitned, and 
the War could not be carryed on with that Application that was requiſite, without a 
far greater Sum than that which was afforded you by this courſe you took. 

3. Therefore, in the third place, your Councellors put you upon ſhewing your ſelf 
a moſt Impartial Robber ; for after this Exploit, of ſhutting up the Exchequer, was 
ſo bravely managed, you reſolve that the Dwch ſhould furniſh you with Wealth for 
that Pious: Deſizn; - The Dutch, you may remember, were not conſulted with in 
that Afﬀair, therefore they continued to, purſne their Traffick and Navigation through 
our Seas with the leaſt ſuſpicion of being Pyrats ; and accordingly a very great and 
Rich Fleet of Merchant-men from Smyrna and Spain were on their Voyage home- 
ward bound, near the fe of Wight, under the ſmall Convoy of five or fix of their 
Men of War : Hadit not been for this Fleet, the War had broke out much ſooner : 
but oh, how you, "and your Pirates, hugg'd your ſelves with-the hopes of enjoying 
the Riches that was on board them ! this Fleet you imagin'd would put you in ſtock 
for the carrying you on, in all the Wickedneſs that you, and your Party, were capable 
of : and that you ſhould' never, after the obtaining of this Prize;ſtand in need again of, 
or fear_a dangerous and' uſeleſs Parliament : But how did the deſign of Plundering 
nd Robbing, your Neighbours, in time of-.Peace, proſper the carrying on of your 
Wicked War”? , Be.. 
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Be pleaſed, therefore, to remember; that you having equipped a Fleet with great 
Rillneſs, and quiet, and expedition, and early in the year; not too big, leſt the Putch 
ſhould ſuſpect you ; nor too little, leſt you ſhould meet with an unexpected Repulic 
in your intended Afton ; Sir Kobert Holmes is made choice of as a Commander ; you 
know he had. given you experience: of his Pyracies in the years 1661, 1662, 1663, 
1664. for he commenced the firſt Hoſtility againft the Dutch; and in the ſame War 
he had /ignal12ad bim{clf by Burning the Dutch Ships at Scheliing, which the Dutch re- 
venged-upon .us at Chatham : he therefore was the Man appointed to: commut this m- 
tended Pyracy upon the Dutch Smyrna-Fleet : -You. jadging him a Perſon of: Under- 
ſtanding, Experience, and Courage, and every way capable of accompliſhing ſuch a 
villanous Enterprize, or of any black Deviliſh Delign of a higher nature. Sir Kobert 
being thus appointed Commander in Chief of this deligned Fleet, fails away,and upon 
the 14th of March 1672. as they ſailed on to the number of 72.Ships, whereof ſix 
were Convoys, near our Coaſt, he fell in upon them with his accuſtomed: Bravery, 
and could not have failed of giving a very good account of them, would' he but have 
joyned Sir Edward Spragg's aſſiſtance to his own Conduct ; for Sir Edward was in 
light of them at the ſame time with another Squadron, and Captain Zegg making 
fail toward him to acquaint him with the Deſign, till called back by a Gun fron? his 
Admiral,of which ſeveral Perſons have their Conjectures; poſſibly Sir Robert Holmes, 
conſidering that Sir Edward had failed all along in conſort with the Dutch, and did 
but now return from bringing the Pirates of Algiers to reaſon, thought him not pro- 
per to engage in this Enterprize before he underſtood it better. But ſome haye 
believed, that it proceeded partly from that jealouſie of admitting a ſhare of Honour 
and Profit in this Piracy, and partly out of too {trit a regard to preſerve his Com- 
miſſion ſecret, but two of a Trade could not agree; and by this means the whole 
Afﬀair miſcarried : and through the Bravery of the Dutch Merchant-men, and their 
little Gonvoy, Sir Robert was forced to quit the Enterprize : ind all that was got by 
this piece of Piracy never anſwered the great damage- his Fleet and Seamen ſuſtain- 
ed: When the News arrived of Sir Robert's Fate, 1 well remember with what a ſad 
Countenance the Conſpirators walked abont St. James's Park, and Whitehall ; you 
your ſelf was much out of Humour at the Defeat. Your Confeſſor Beddingfield told 
me, That the Defeat was of ſuch ill conſequence to their De/zpn, that it bad almoft broke all 
their Meaſures, ; 

4. Notwithſtanding all this, a War the Conſpirators were reſolved upon: And if, 
Sir, you will give me leave to deſcend to the bottom of your Helliſh Conſpiracy, and 
that was that of Religion, for ſo Prous. and fo Juſt an AdGon,in which,Sir,you imployed 
Sir Robert Holmes,could not be better accompanied thai by a. Declaration of Liberty 
of Conſcience ;, you doubting that he could not find that admirable [Commodity in 
the Hole: of an Amſterdam Fly-boat : therefore while he was trying his Fortune in 
Battel with the S99rna Merchant-men on the 1.3th and 14th.of March 1672, the In- 
dulgence- was Printing off with all haſte, and was publiſhed on the 1 5th, as a more 
proper means than Faſting and Prayer, to obtain a Bleſſing from Heaven upon his 
Enterprize, and upon a wicked War that was to ſecond it : upon which you may 
remember, that the King your Brother, at your perſwaſion, andthe Connſels of 
your Conſprrators, took upon him the Diſpen ing Power, juſt as you did: when you U- 
Grped the Throne: for by this Indulgence all the Penal Laws againſt tg Fapiſts j*

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for which former Parliaments had given ſo many Supplies to the Crown ;.and againſt 
Nonconformiſts, for which the Pentionary-Parliarhent had paid more largely, were 
at one inſtant ſuſpended, in order to Cheat the. whole Nation at once of all their 
Religion which they had ſo dearly purchaſed. : 

But. you, and your Conſpirators, may ſay, How was Liberty of Conſcience to get 
Money ? You well remember, Sir, that the Popiſh-party were ſo well affefted to 
this Point of ſuſpending the Penal-Laws and Statutes that were againlt them and 
that the King your Brother, and your Telf, making ſuch ſolemn Proteſtations to

Sir, This Yote would have ground and beaten an ordinray Subje& to Powder,but it 

had not that effe& upon you,and your Party; your Party was fo prevalent at that time, 
our Potaſh Party I mean, that you , and your Conſpirators threw off all theſe Difi- 
cuities with ſcorn and impudence enough ; for it is plain enough,that the Popiſh 
Party had ſuch an influence upon King Gherles,as to favour them,notwithſtanding 
the notoriety of thoſe Crimes both they and you ſtoed charged wuaall : For,

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procure great lndulgences from the Government againſt the expreſs Letter of the 
Law, for them, while the rigor of the Law was let looſe upon other Diſlenters, who 
yet continued more quiet and loyal under their Preſſures and Provocations, than 
under Favours and Careſſes; and did not the King, your Brother , hazard the 
Hearts and Aﬀections of his beſt Subje&ts, and much of Royal Honour (if ever he 
had any) in appearing for his Indulgence of 4Zarch 15. 167]. with fruſtration, to 
engage, if poſſible, theſe everlaſting holy Cut-throats ? but where was the Loyalty 
of theſe your Popiſh Conſpirators-! For, ; 

1. Was it not'at their inſtijgation (when they were in.a Conſpiracy againſt the 
Peace of this Nation with that Arch-T raytor Laud, that was ſometime Archb, of 
Canterbury) that the Uniformity of Service that was in England, Was azainſt all Law, E 
Juſtice and Conſcience, preſſed upon the Kmgdom of Scotland, which occalioned that 
breach with that Nation, that was not withour great difficulty, and vaſt expence, made 
up to the diſhonour of King Charles the Firſt,and the Engliſh Nation. You cannot 
but remember, you have been informed who were the Prime Sticklers upon the oc- 
caſion of that Service-book, and other ſtrange Impoſ3tions laid upon that People to foment 
the War between the two Kingdoms. For in your Letter to 4ſhby the ReQor of the 
Engliſh Colledge at St.Omers, dated March 17, 1675.to ſupply you with a dozen of

However, Sir, 
hs your Popiſh Confſpirators having not only eſcaped the legal Arraignments upou this ac- 
v 9 count, but having ſince the Reſtoration of K.Charles the 11d, been elteemed by your ſelf, 
Is and ſome other pretended Friends of that King, they have thereupon arrived at more 


F reſpect; and to carry on your damnable Deſigns, they have enjoyed more peace in their 
o Perſons and Eſtates, than they were in poſſeſſion of at any time fince the Retormation, 
4.But how little they deſerved this Honour and Peace in their Perſons and Eſtates, 


= you may ſee in a-fourth Particular ; and that was in the Eſcape of the King, your Brother, 
from Worceſter, 1651. how did they aboveall men, endeavour to betray and facrifice that 
in King unto the hands of his Enemies; And who was to pay the 1090/. promiſed for his

ww alty of your Popiſh Conſpirators, who to ingratiate themſelves with the Government 
nd of the (aid Prote&tor, procured Manning to be a Spy upon your Brother ; and he was not 


only allowed well by that party by your direQion, but alſo had a very Bountiful Pen- 
fron too, by the ſaid ProteFor ; but he was in due time found out, and executed by your 
E 2 Broth:r :

Brother ; he was of the ſame Red Letter with your ſelf; and therefore, when dead, he 
had Maſles ſung for him. as the uſual Reward and Playſter. 

There were other Specimens of their Loyalty,but I forbear to mention them now, be- 
cauſe there are ſome other things to be diſcourſed with you ; but this I ſay, That we 
ſhould have forgotten and forgiven all theſe foul proceedings of your dearly beloved 
Popiſh Party; and we ſhould not have envied the Security they enjoyed, or the Favours 
through your procurement they had attained to; provided they had not abuſed them in 
joyning with you to ſubvert the Proteſtant Religion and Government, in turning the 
one into downright Popery,and the other into French Slavery ; but alas, good men and 
true,ſach an opportunity of promoting the Catholick Religion was not to be loſt , they 
having a Prince converted to ſuch a degree of Zeal and Piety,as not to regard any thing 
in the World in compariſon of the Converſion of England, that hath along time been 
oppreſſed, and miſerably haraſſed withHereſy and Schiſm;to accompliſh which,you would 
aſſaſſinate the King's Perſon,deſtroy our City;murther his Majeſty's Subjects, ſubvert our 
Religion,and diſturb the Peace of Mankind ; and your preſent Deſign that is diſcovered, 
doth prove beyond all manner of objeQtion and doubt, That that,” Sir, thro' your Bro- 
ther's,and your grace and favour,they did then carry on their Deligns for advancing the 
Power of the Pope and French King,to advance the Religion of the one, and the Intereſt 
and Government of. the other ; none daring to ſuggeſt the leaſt thing ro bring them un- 
der jealouſie, who would not be aſperſed for being Maligners of the King's beſt Friends, 
and your Fellow-Conſpirators ; till one appeared, and took the Popiſh and French In- 
tereſt by the Collar, and gave it ſuch a deadly wound, that it could not recover it ſelf 
to this day, but you were even with him for it, when you uſurped the Government; and 
ſo I conclude this Head. 

2. A ſecond thing that gave you, and your Popiſh Conſpirators,ſfuch an advantage for 
the carrying on your wicked Deſigns and Purpoſes,was the unhappy Diviſions amongſt

x. The Parties divided wcre come to a more equal Ballance, as to numbers, on each 
Ide reſpectively, than at any Seaſon heretofore : For, Sir, conlider this, That during the 

Reigns of Q. El:zabeth,K. James I. and K. Charles I. the Diſſenters, from the Eſtabliſhed 
way of the Church of England, were but few, in compariſon of thoſe who were for Pre- 
lacy, and the Rites and Ceremonies required by Law1n their Worſhip and Service of 
God ; fo that there being little or no jealouſy of any danger to the Church of Fngland 
from the Proteſtant Diſlenters, how zealous ſoever they might be in their way; yet the 
watchfulneſs of the Pxelates, and their Curates, were chiefly exerciſed upon. thoſe of the 
Romiſh Communion : But the Proteſtant Diſlenters ſince are like to the People of 1/rael, 
in the Land of Egypt,very much multiplied,to that degree, that they are come nearer to 
the other Party,than heretofore they did ; the main care therefore of the Prelates; and 
their inferior Clergy,together with old Roger their Guide,did much abate towards their 
old Friends of the Church of Rome, and exerted rhe ſame to the Proteſtant Difſenters, 

2.But azzether great Cauſe of the dividing the Proteſtant Intereſt,was the very ſevere, 

wt juſt Entertainment,the Prelates with the Scandalous and Ignorant Clergy met with 


om 
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from the Proteſtant Diſſenters in the late Times of Reformation ; whea they were re- 
ſtored by the return of your Brother from Exile, they mealurec the ſame again to the 
Proteſtant Diſſenters, when they had the Law on their fide, and your Grace and Fa- 
your into the bargain ; they remembred all the old Scores, by which great Animoſities 
and Heats have been between Party and Party ; the Prelates aiming then at the ruin of 
the Diſſenters for aiming at the reformation of Prelacy and Superſtition. By this, 1 
ſay, a difference is riſen, that in all humane probability can never be made up. 

We cannot but from hence very eaſily, nor only by Reaſon, but by Experience, gather 
the great uſe you. and the reſt of the Popyſh Party,made of them to carry on their Deſi gns 
for theſubverting the Religion and Government of this Nation:For,as the pretence of theſe 
Diviſzons hath been made uſe of as an Argument to pervert ſuch as knew - not that the 
Diviſons of your Synagogue of Rome are more numerous,and their Fewds more irreconcila- 
ble than ours;ſo ſubtile have your Conſpirators been, by winding theniſelves into all Com- 
panies;nay,muſtering themſelves in all parties; endeavoured both to heighten the Differen- 
ces.to make their Animyſities not only hotter, but more immortal ; and while one Party 
of Proteſtants have been crying out againſc the other for their Sci/m, and the other cry- 
ing out againſt them for their Superſtition and Perſecution; you, and your Party, to the re- 
proach of both,were undeterminimg that holy Faith which they equally enter in;and carry- 
1ng a deſign of deſtroying the one as well as the other, they being, in your eſteem, both 
equally Hereticks, ; 

3. A third thing that contributed much to your bringing of Popery and Slavery into 
theſe Kingdoms, was the general Prophanenefs and Debauchery which had overſpread 
theſe Nations beyond what in any former Reign had been obſerved. Sir, you in this,by, 
and'with the Con{ent, Advice,and Example of the King,your Brother and your Conſfi- 
rators followed the Counſel of Cardinal Mazarine,in the Year 1654. at Paris,when the 
Popiſh Party were but at a low ebb in England ; That the only way to accompliſh the 
Work in England, was to debauch them firſt, and make them Atheitts ; and when that 
was done, they would ſoon make good Papiſts ; for this you weil kacw,and ſo did yorr. 
Popiſh Party, That a prophane, debauched Perſon is truly of no Religion,and therefore 
indifferent to ſeem to be of any, as Intereſt and Temptation ſways him ; fo it is plain, 
that no man cares to be of that Religion, which condemns all thoſe Ways and PraQti- 
ces which he is reſolved to purſue with his utmoſt vigour. 

Do but take notice that the Popiſh Religion was ſi:chas would allow them in all thoſe 
wicked ways to which their vicious Inclinations led them, and doth fecurc them from 
the horror and dread of Eternal Wrath and Vengeance; for your Religion, maeth 
thoſe to be no Sins, tho committed by ſome againit the expreſs Command of Ci::iſt 
himſelf : If they are ſuch things as the Word of God hath ſet a mark upon as enor- 
mous, then they are made Venial Offences only ; and if they are Sins which your Sy- 
nagogue calls Mortal, which are indeed the molt daring and prodigious Enormities, 


through their DoErines of Pennance and Abſolutions,and Papal Indulgences, you are. . 


ſecure from the Pains of the damned in the other World. 

By this means, Sir,you and your Confpirators,increaſed the number of your Converts, 
and ſtrengthened your hands ſo far,that you boaſted to Beddingfield,your Confeſſor,that 
you did not doubt:but ina very few years to have ſuch a number of Catholick Gentlemen, 
and others, that you feared not but to have a Catholick Army ſufficient to ſuppreſs the 
FaQious Proteſtant Party,in caſe they ſhould rebel; this ſaying of yours Beddinsfield the 
Jeſuite communicated to the Jeſuites at Wild- Zouſe upon the 24th of April, 1678. 

Nay,Your Zeal was ſuch for the Popiſh Religion, that poor Mr. Jozes, your Ct a2lain- 
Naval, 
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- 30 —__ "ETKaN BASZITalKH: Or, The 
Navaland Domeſtick,for oppoſing Popery,was by you turned out of his Imploy,and left 
as a Sacrifice to that wicked Prelate of Wincheſter, Dr. Morlay, for ſaying, That it was bis 


fault that your Dutcheſs turned Papiſt;and that the ſaid Morlay might have prevented theDut- - 


cheſs of York's being ſeduced to Popery, ihe pleaſed;and that ber turning Papiſt was to be laid at 
his door. You therefore would not & a long time pay him his Wages, tho that moſt Chri- 
ſtianPrelate had ſued him upon the'Statute de Scandalis Magnatum,to the poor man's utter 
ruin: for his Living was extended, and he left to periſh for want of Bread : And he had 
never received his Arrears due to him in your Service, had I'not ſhamed old Sir Allen Ap- 
fey publickly inWi/tminſter- Hall for it, you pretending it was referred to him. Moreover, 
| told him, If he did not pay Jones, 1 nr, fetch it out of his Bones ; it was a time Sir, 
when Men began to obſerve your ſteps,and perceive your Deſigns,ſo Jones, much againit 
your Will, got his Money, and after that Jones had ſuffered ſeveral years Famine from 
that Villanous Old Prieſt of our Church,and he could not hold hisLiving from him any 
longer, he moſt Graciouſly delivered Jones from the extent ; but Jones being ſo ill uſed 
by Morley, he died within a year or two after he had his Living reſtored ; but by the 
way.Sir, by the Dutcheſs of York, I mean her that was the Daughter of the Earl of Cla- 
rendjm, ſometimes Lord Chancellor, but the two Ladies-your Daughters,were by God's 
Providence ſaved from being corrupted by you, and your Conſpirators. 

Now Sir it remains that I tell you, or rather put you in mind what Steps your Conſpi- 
rators took to ruin theſe Nations;they were,Sir,your Favourites,and of the ſame Religi- 
on,and of the ſame Intereſt with your ſelf, for you having made ſuch Advantages from 
the three heads before-mentioned, and by theſe means ſtrengthened your hands to diſpoſe 
you to do theThree Kingdoms what miſchief you pleaſed: Therefore it follows,that you 
now'be put in mind what ſteps you took for the ruin of the Proteſtant Religion,and the 
Eſtabliſhed Government of theſe three Nations. I ſhall only name theſe few that follow. 

1. The great ſtep that your-Conſpirators took to the ruin of theſe Nations and ſubju- 

gate them to Hell and Rome,was that wicked Fire of London; which was begun,and carri- 
ed on by your Popiſh Conſpirators.to ruin this great and populous City,that had been for 
many years the Bulwark'of the Proteſtant Religion;which they compleated without the 
leaſt remorſe or pity: You your ſelf beheld its Flames with Joy,and viewed its Ruins with 
much rejoycing,as old Gray the Jeſuite was pleaſed to ſay in a Letter of his in November, 
1666.to the]Jeſuitsat St.Omers.Sir,l will not charge you with the actual burning of Loadoy, 
becauſe it was below you to be ingaged in the very Act;and you hadRogues mean enough 
to ſerve you in ſo baſe a piece of Villany;bur of this I am certain, T hat when any. were ta- 
ken in the Fa&,you your (elf diſcharged them;and nor only fo,but you, and your Guards 
aQually hindered many of the poor Citizens from ſaving theirGoods from theFlames,and 
protected thoſe that did aid and aber the Fire; and ſome of them you preferred z and 
tince you uſurped the Throne, you gave them marks of your Favour : As for inſtance,the 
Chyrurgeon that lived in the *avoy,a Frenchman,that went by the name of Choqueaux,and 
others, whoſe Names occur not to my memory ; and ſeveral /r/h-men ingaging in that 
Helliſh Villany, you cauſed to be preferred. Upon the whole, Whether you had not a 
kand in that Fire, I leave all the World, and your own Conſcience, to judge. _ 

It will not be unneceſſary Sir, to put you in mind of the account 1 have had of it from 
fome of thoſe who were Conſpirators,and were engaged in the Fact, Richard Strange, a 
gat Favourite of yours,and ſometimes your Father- Confeſſor in Ordinary,uſed it as a 
great Argument to me to $0 on to alliſt the Deſign of the Society,who told me that they 
got 14000, in the Fire of Zoxdon in the year1666, and not only ſo, but you your ſelf

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was in their Counſels when it was determined, yea,and your Brother too,which I] durſt 
not for my life diſcover, becauſe of the promiſe I had made to Prince Rupert,not to men- 
tioa any-thing to the Parliament that might touch the K. but he afterwards heartily re- 
peated of his giving,and I did alſo of taking that Counſel,and fo yon eſcaped;for I could

Zanghorne that had a hand in the Fire by being Privy to it, who 
ſollicited King Charles more in his behalf,than your felf, and imployed Portſmouth that 
French Spy and Whore to uſe her Interelt to procure his Pardon. 
| 1 ſhall add the Promiſe that 1 had of your favour by Sir Alex your Truſty Tool, if [ 
would ſpare that part of my Evidence concerning 7Jobn Grove, about his Firing of South- 
wark,and how you ſollicited for his Life in conjun&tion with Portſmouth,you cannot for- 
get I am ſurezand the King asked you whether you had a deſire to bring the whole Na- 
tion about his Ears, for after the Firing of Southwark was Sworn againft him, the King 
told You and Portſmouth too,he durſt not pardon Grove. You cannot forget Conyers the 
Benedictine Monk, who whilſt you were a Votary of that Order,was one of your Father

ters of high Concern; and the Lord Chancellor told you in your Ear, That he would be 
Charged with the Fire of London,at which you were much appaled, and went to Conyey 
who you had planted in the Dark Lobby before the Council Chamber, that a—_— intu 
the Privy Gallery, and you came out to Conyers, and bad him ſhift for himſelf : and 
when the Council fat down I was called in, and asked if I could make out any thing a- 
gainſt Conyers as to the Fire of London,l told the King I conld,and fo Sir you malt Fand 
Charged in ſome reſpects to have had a hand in Firing of London. 

2. A Second Step which you and the unwearied Enemies of the Proteſtant Religion in 
theſe Realms took towards the Extirpation of it, and the Subverting the Governmeat 
was;to intereſt the French King in your Councels, and you having ina great meaſure en- 
gaged him to aſſiſt you with Money, and with whar elſe might be convenient for the 
Executing your Wicked Enterpriſes, I mult jultify this Point from your Letter to Ze 
chaiſe the French King's Confeſſor, wherein you ſay thus ; Hs Moft Chriſtian Majeſty offer- 
ed me moſt Generouſly bis Friendſhip,and the uſe of bis Purſe to my Aſſiſtance againſt the de- 
figns of my Enemies and His : And profeſſed unto me, That His Intereſt and Mine were /o 
clearly linkt together that tho ſe whn oppoſed the one, ſhould be lookt upon as. theEnem'es of the other, 

Arlington.xtho a Papilt in his heart, yer he was not of your Intereſt, therefore the French 
King told you his opinion of that nobleLord;therefore you ſay thus tathe French King's 
Confeſlor, and told me moreover his Opimion of my Lord Arlington and the Parliament, 
which is, That neitber the one, nor the otter, is in his Intercſt or mine, and thereupon he deſired 
me *0 make ſuch Propoſals. as I ſhould think. fit in this Conjundure. . Sir 
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Sir, give me leave to obſerve this to you, the Jeſuits in the Reigns of Q, Flizabeth, and 
of KR. James I. tiil the Match of his Son-with France, laboured nothing morediligently 
than the advaicing the King of Spain to the Univerſal Monarchy of Europe:; but that 
Crown being by various ways and means much weakened and'rendred wholly uncapable 
of aſpiring any farther in that matter, the falſe and treacherous Jeſuits have of late 
years applied themſelves with mighty diligence to ferve the [ntereſt, and to promote 
rhe Grandeur of the Freach Monarch. In which your own Engagements do ſufficiently 
appear, for how have you with thoſe firſt-bora of Pride and Treachery kindled thoſe 
Flames of War which have nor only laid the moſt flouriſhing Provinces in Europe waſte, 
and rendered the Kingdoms of Furope Fields of - Blood, and with them do ſtill nouriſh 
them to the Ruin and deſtruction of ſo many Millions of Men. fel 3 
For, Sir, did not you and your Party, by the Intereſts you had in almoſt all the 
Courts of the Princes of Chriſtendom, influence ſome Princes to a Neutrality, and others 
to an open Confederacy with France, {0 that now the French Monarchy is in truth be- 
come very troubleſome to all his a4”, mr 

But,Sir,give me leave to maks ths obſervation to you, that theFrenchKing being arrived 
at this formidable Greatnefs,which he hath for ſeveral years laſt paſt ſtood in; you that 
plotted and contrived the ruin of theſe three Nations,drew him into your Councels, and 
obtained his promiſe of Aſſiſtance to the rooting out of Hereſy, and nouriſhing a miſun- 
derſtanding between the King your Brother,andHus People; and this you and your Con- 
ſpirators conceived to be a main advance towards the attaining your wicked Ends and 
Purpoſes;for otherwiſe you would not have ſo much laboured the compaſſing that point 
by your ſelf and your Servant,Coleman, who was taken in the midſt of his pious Labour, 
and rewarrded with the Triple-tree to your greatf fatisfaQtion ; for if he had lived, he 
might have told all, and ſome body elſe might have taſted Death in his place. 

But, Sir,l muſt comecloſer to the Point in hand,that is,your intereſting the French King 
in your Councils;and in your Letter to the ſaid Father Confeſſor to the French King, you 
ſay.1 was much ſatisfied to ſee bis moſt Chriſtian Majeſty altogether of my Opinion, ſo ] made 
him anſwer by thc ſame means he uſed to write to me, that 15,by Coleman, who addreſt himſelf to 
Father Ferier,and intirely agreed to his moſtChriſtian Majeſty,as well to what reſpet he had to the 
Union of our Intereſts,as the unuſefulneſs of my Lord Arlington,and the Parliament in order to 
the Service of the King my Brother,and his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty,and that it was pct to 
make uſe of our joynt and utmoſt uſe of our Credits to prevent the ſutcefs of thoſe evil deſigns re« 
folveqps by the Lord Arlington and the Parliament ,againſt his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty and my 
ſelf, which on my ſide 1 promiſe really to perform ;, of which, ſince that time I have given reaſon- 
able good proof. Es 00" "Pp ; 

I pray, Sir, what was your Opinion ? It was the French King's Opinion, which was, that. 
your Intererſts were ſo clearly linkt together, that thoſe that oppoſed the one, ſhould be looked upon 
as Enemies to the other. Did you agree with the French King in any thing elſe 7 Yes, That 
the Lord Arlington and the Parliament, were not in your Intereſt, nor m the Intereſt of the 
French King, And I agree with you,Sir, in omnibus ; but what of this? Then the deſigns 
of Arlington, and of the Parliament muſt be prevented : What, I pray, were thole ? 
They were to engage the King, if poſſible, .to enter into a League offenſive and de- 
fenſive with the States General of the United Provinces, 'and to joyn with the Contede- 
rate Princes, and to enter into an actual War with France, and to advance the Prince 
of Orange by marrying your Eldeſt Daughter to him : This laſt was done full fore 
azainſt yours, and your Brother's Will, but the other were not done , ſo zealouſly you 
kad engaged your Brother in the French Intereſt, That 
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That theſe were the Lord Arlington's deſigns, and the deſigns of that Part 
of the Parliament that gave themſelves Leiſure to deſign, is apparent from 
what you ſay in the ſame Letter, thus, Moreover, / made ſome Propoſals which 
1 thought neceſſary to bring to paſs what we were obliged to undertake ; aſſuring 
him, that nothing could be ſo firmly eſtabliſhed, our Intereſt with the King my Bro- 
ther, as that very ſame Offer of the help of his Purſe, by which means 1 had 
much Reaſon to hope to perſuade him to the Diſſolving of the Parlia ent, and ts 
make void the De/ions 0; my Lord Arlington, who works meceſſantly to advance 
the Intereſt of the Prince of Orange and the Hollanders, and to leſſen that of 
the King your Maſter, 

And did my Lord rliagton do ſo ? It ſeems he did ; and | think it was the 
only good thing that ever he did; for which he was to be deſtroyed, and 
che Parliament diſſo!vedz and every thing that ſtood in the way of France and 
your ſelf; nay, a Parliament that is not in your Intereſt mult not ſtand. 
We have ſeen into my Lord Arlington's Deligns, T pray, what were yours 
and the French King's, for which you had made ſome Propoſals, and com- 
pare them together : Yours, and the French King's Deligns were to rum the 
Proteſtant Religion , as Coleman in his Letter to the Pope's Internuncio at 
Bruxels, Aug. 21. 1674. But Arlington's was to leſſen, and if poſſible, he was 
to deſtroy the Intereſt of the French King. Tou had a mighty Work upon 
your hands, no leſs than. the Converſton of toree Kingdoms, and the utter Sub- 
duing of a peſtilent Hereſie, which had for ſome time domieered over this Northern 
part of the World : and you bad never ſo great hopes of it, ſmce your Queen 
Mary's Days. The Lord 4rlington he had a mighty Work in hand too,and that 
was to advance the Intereſt of the Prince of Orange and the Dutch, who were 
much in danger of being ſubdued by the French King. You for your De-- 
ſigns, next to God Almighty, you relied upon the mighty Mind of his Moſt 
Chriſtian Majeſty, for his Aid and Aſſiſtance : But Arlington did rely upon 
the mighty Mind of an Engliſh Parliament , for their Aid and Aſſiſtance. 
Your Deſign was to get the Parliament diſſolved, and never to have another ; 
His deſign was to have this diſſolved, and ſpeedily to call another : Yours 
was for advancing the French Intereſt ; and his, though he was a Papiſt, "was 
for advancing the Intereſt of the Confederates, and to leſſen the Intereſt of 
the French King : You were for Three hundred thouſand Pounds, advanced by 
the FrenchKing, to give the Proteſtant Religion ſuch a Blow as it could not ſub- 
ſiſt ; but he,for nothing, was to give the French King and his Iaterelt ſpch a Blow 
as that ſhould not ſubſiſt. - The French King, by La Chaiſe, gives you and your 
Secretary thanks for your Zeal and Service in order to the promoting the Po- 
piſh Religion :"and I do not queſtion but the Prince of Orange and .the Dutch 
were as thankful, by their Miniſters at our Court, to the Lord Arlington and 
his Party, for promoting their Cauſe and Intereſt with the Parliament : Your 
deſign was to eſtabliſh a good Underſtanding between the King your Bro- 
ther and his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty and your ſelf, which you ſay Arlington and 
his Party endeavoured by a thouſand Deceits, to break, to the end they might 
ſupplant all three of you ; but 4rlington's Deſign was to eſtabliſh' a good Un- 

[ derſtanding” 
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derſtanding and Intelligence between the Parliament, the Prince of Orange 
and the States-General : You ſay that Arlmgton and his Party had uſed a thouſan 
Deceits to carry on his Rogueries to betray the Councils of France and-Fngland ; 
and you and your Party uſed Ten thouſand Rogyeries to betray England, Hol - 
land, and the Prince of Orange to the Freach King :- You ſaid, through the De- 
ceits of the Lord Arlinzton, your Deſigns ſucceeded not, but through your Vio- 
lence and Folly, his Deligns ſucceeded to the Honour of -God ant the Happineſs 
>f.the three Kingdoms, and you are living upon-the-Chariry of that. Monſter of 
Mankind whoſe latereit you advanced whilſt you were here: 

Bot you will ſay, what is all this to the Purpoſe ? Yes, it is mu-h to the Purpoſe, 
You may ſee that the- Nation. knows well how you intereſted the French King 
in all your Councils, to change the Proteſtant Religion mto down-right Popery, 
and the. well eſtabliſhed Government into French Arbitrary Power; aud were 
not your Party grown to ſuch a height of - Infolence, that they boaſted openly 
of.the Aid and Aſliſtance the French was to give for the ſetting up: the Romiſh 
Religion. 

3. A Third Step you took - to ruin the Proteſtant Religion and the well eſta- 


bliſhed Government of Enpland, was your unhappy Match with the Daughter of . 


Modena, 1 muſt pnt you in mind what the-Opinion of the then Parliament en-, 
textained of that Match, and that you may ſee in theſe following Particulars, 

1, That it would diſquiet the Minds of the Proteſtants at home, and fill them 
with endleſs Jealouſies and Diſcontents, and would bring the Ring your Brother 
into fuch Alliances abroad as _ prove highly prejudicial,” if not deſtructive, 
to the ProteſtantReligion it ſe]f; Now Sir, it was your main Delign to inflame 
the hearts of the People, and pnt' them upon a Ferment, And 'you engaged 
the King in the ſaid Marriage, as might put him upon thoſe Alliances as might 
weaken his Eſteem with his People, and ſtrengthen you and your Popiſh Cut- 
throats in your Conſpiracy againſt the Peace and Tranquility of the Nation : For, 


Sir, in a Letter of Coleman's to Aſhby, the Re&or of S. Omers, he faith, you com- £. 


manded him to let the Fathers know, that that Match was to ſtrengthen the C3- 
tholick Cauſe and Intereſt, and that now the King your Brother, who had inga- 
ged itt it, would-be engaged to unite himſelf in a more-near Alliance to his Ma- 
jcſty of France, and the Princes of 7taly, April 2. 1674. 

2. That they had found by ſad experience, that ſuch Matches had encou- 


raged Popery within this Kingdom, and had given Opportunity to Prielts and. 


Jefuits to propagate their wicked and deviliſh Do&rines, and to ſeduce great 
numbers of the King's Proteſtant Subjefts. You that had ſuch a mighty Work 
upon your. hands, as the Converſion of three Kingdoms, and the Subduing of 
a peſtitent Hereſie which had ſo long domineered in theſe Kingdoms; and it 
being a great Work, and the Labourers in your great Harvelt being but few, 
and you being like to meet with mighty} Oppoſition , as indeed you did, 
and an effeQtual one too, in that it did import- you. to have all the Aſſiſtance 
you could, that your Labourers might not-be-ont of breath ; and tho?, next to 
God's (or rather the Devil's) Providence, you did rely on the mighty Mind of 
his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, whoſe Generous Soul had inclined - him TO 
Barbarous 
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Barbarous and Traiterous Undertakings; and tho' his Temper was, in'that, ver y 

much like your own ; yet three or four Strings to your Bow; were more than one, 
for the more Alliances abroad with Catholick Princes, would increaſe the Num- 
ber of your Labourers in the Devil's Harvelt : Therefore in order to this, what 
Alliances you. were engaying your Brother in, you well know, and you cannot 
forget how all that Deſign was daſhed, and by whom. 

Eut, Sir, you mult be ſte ne-blind, and ſo muſt your whole Party, if yoy did 
not ſee that Experience had taught my Lord Arlington and the Parliament how 
ſuch Matches had been fatal to this Kingdom and to their Deſigns : The Match 
of the King, your Father with rhe Daughter of France, was the firſt Step that 
was taken to advance Popery and the French Intereſt in England; and when ſhe 
came over, what a Swarm of Prieſts and Fryars followed her ; and what Num- 
bers of Prieſts and Jeſuits ſhe protected, and what Numbers were ſeduced in 
hopes of Employment under her, or of Preferment by her Grace and Favour ; 
and how that unhappy Prince was. influenced by her Councils,till ſhe had pro- 
moted a War in Scotlind, by the Influence of that old Incendiary Cardinal 
Richlieu, and the Rebellion in Ireland, and the bloody Civil Wars here, which 
terminated in the Ruin, and, by the Juſt Judgmevt of Cod, in the untimely end 
of the Father. | | 

2. The Match of the King your Brother with the Daughter of Portugal, by 

whom he could, through the Bleſſing of God, have no Iſſhe: This Lady, what 
ſhe wanted in Underſtanding to be a Conniellor, ſhe had made up to her, in 
the bleſſed Gifts of Malice, and Treaſon, and Revenge, which ſhe exerciſed to 
the utmoſt : And what Swarms of Prieſts, Jeſuites, Monks, and Fryars were by 
her prote&ted, and with what Zeal ſhe promoted the Romiſh Religion, and pro- 
tected Men that were in a Conſpiracy againſt our Religion, Laws and Liberties; 
and how great Numbers were by her Prieſts preverted to the Romitſh Faith, to 
the great diſquiet of the Government, the Parliament well knew : And there- 
fore, Sir, you muſt know that the Experience they had of theſe two conliderable 
Matches, how fatal they had been to theſe Kingdoms, was a ſufficient Motive 
for-to interpoſe in yours. 

3. The Parliament obſerved how your Deviliſh Popiſh Party were animated 
by the hopes of this Match before it was conſummate, which were diſcouraged 
by the King's Conceſſions at the laſt meeting of that Parliament ; you know 
what they were, the Breaking Indulgence, and the Paſling the Tett Bill. 
My Lord Arlington and the Parliament were very proſperous in their Rogueries, 
(as you called them) thoſe Sons of Zeruiah were too many for you and your 
damnable Crew, 

It is remembred, upon the hopes of this Match, that a Proteſtant could 
ſcarce come within your Court at St. Fames's, but he was affronted by 
your Popiſh Crew, and ſcarce a better Word than Damn you for a Heretick 
Dog; and when Complaints were made to you of theſe Infolencies, the 
Complainer found no other Redreſs than , What buſineſs had you there ? 
Inſomuch that this ſort of Carriage was obſerved by the Parliament, and 
upon this Conſideration they _ with all their Might, to _ 
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der, if po flible, the Conſummation-of the intended Marriage to that Italian 
- Princeſs. 
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4. They did greatly fear it would occaſion the leſſening the AﬀeRions of the 
People to your Perſon, and for that you were ſo nearly related to the-Crown, 
they deſired that your Hononr and Eſteem ſhould be preſerved : But had they 
known of your Traiterous Confederacy with the Freach King, and with him 


 *Wiigning to ſubvert our Religion, Laws and Liberties, they would ſooner have 


addreſled for your being Baniſhed from the King's Preſence and his Councils for 
ever, if not to haye ſent you out of the World as you juſtly deſerved. _ 

But, Sir, you may remember, that you once were the Darling of the Nation, 
and had the Eſteem and Aﬀections of the People, upon the: Account of 
your being the Son and Brother of a King, and ſtood in a very near Relation 
to the Crown of England in the time of your Brothers Reigft; but when your 
Traiterous Deſigns were laid open, the Parliament, Apr. 27. 1679. Reſolved, 
That your being a Papiſt, and the Hopes of your coming ſuch to the Crown, 
had given the greatelt Encouragement to the then diſcovered Conſpiracy and 
Deſigns of the Papiſts againſt his Majeſty your Brother , and the Proteſtant 
Religion : Notwithſtanding this Vote of the Houſe® of Commons, you had 
an impudent Crew that did endeavour to perſuade the Nation, and not with- 
out ſcme Effe, through the Power of their bold Aſſeverations that you were 
no Papilſt, but of the eſtabliſhed Religion; only fhat you were a. Prince of 
more Generoſity and Greatneſs of Mind, than to comply with- the Ciapricio's 
of a Parliament, ia Renouncing this, or Swearing to that, as they ſhould: in 
in. humour ena ; which Roguery in Converſation paſſed with a great many 
Raſcally Profligate Proteſtants, who would not believe your being a Papiſt, till 
the day you opened your Chappel or Oratory, the next, or next Sunday but one, 
after you took the Crown. 


s. The Parliament was of an Opinion, that for an Age after the Conſum- 
mation of the ſaid Marriage, at the leaſt the People of England would be under 
continued Apprehenſions of the Growth of Popery,and the Danger of the Prote- 
ftant Religion ; and ſo they. were an Age before : For. when they ſaw ſo many Pi- 
racies made on the Dutch FaQories in the Years 1663. /1664.and a wicked War 
commenced in the Year 1665. and the City fired by Papiſts in the Year 1666. 
and the Papiſts encouraged, not only in-the Years aforeſaid, but in the Year 
1667. and 1668. and Perſons that had a hand in-firing the City of London, not 
only protected, but preferred ; and the Tripple League broken, and another 
ungodly War proclaimed, Prieſts and Jeſuits increaſing in their Numbers, and 
their Inſolencies and Impudence : This increaſed the Fears and Jealouſtes of 
the Nation, and your firſt Lady turning Papiſt and dying ſuch; but when 
you mariied an Italian Papiſt, you had more Eyes npon you, and the People 
dy decrees began to ſee into your Deſigns againſt the Proteſtant Religion 


and Government. 
That 
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That the Proteſtant, Religion was by this means in danger, is beyohd Diſ- 
putation ; for it had three great Enemies conſpiring againſt it, that had made a 
League together, to deſtroy it and all thoſe Princes and States that did intend to 
maintain and uphold it, viz.. your Brother Charles, the French King, and your 
ſelf ; and this Confederacy was ſet up to deſtroy the Prince of Orange, the Go- 
vernment of the States-General.and the Parliament of England;and this the Parlia- 
ment feared, and therefore they interpoſed in this Marriage.

Obje. But here an ObjeQion* will ariſe : Why ſhould the Parliament ob- 
jet againſt this Match, and be fo zealous in their Interpoſition to prevent 
this Match with the Daughter of Modena, ſince it is plain, you, in view of 
the World, had been for ſeveral Months ingaged in a Treaty of Marriage 
with another Catholick Princeſs; yet a Parliament, nay, that very Parliament 
held during the time of the Treaty, and not the leaſt Exception taken at it ? 
To this I Anſwer, 


1. That the Archdutcheſs of 1nſpruck, tho? ſhe was of the Romiſh Religion, yet 
ſhe was an avowed Enemy of the French Cauſe and Intereſt : For obſerve this, 
there were many Papiſts, which, Sir, you hated, and by your Conſpirators were 
looked upon with an evil Eye ; for the Lord Caſtlehaven,that was one that ſerved 
the King of Spain, was one that was uſed very hardly by you ; Sir Kenelm Digby 
was alſo very oÞþnoxious to you, and ſo was my Maſter, the Duke of Norfolk, 
being one of the Spaniſh Faction, and Anderſon the Prieſt, and ſeveral others, 
that I can, when called to it, name, who were Enemies of the French FaRtion : 
And this Lady being not of the French Fa&ion and Intereſt, the Match,through 
the Influence of the French King, was broken, and this Piece of Fleſh you have, 
was ſent from Modena in her Room. hy 

2, The Match between you and that Dutcheſs was never ſo near a Conſum-" 
mation, as this between the Daughter of Modena and you was de non apparenti- 
bus, & non exiſtentibus eadem eft Ratio ;, the Match did not appear to them ; there- 
fore they touched not upon it : But to make ſure, they addreſſed the King that 
you might not match with 3/odena, or any other Popiſh Princeſs, for ſeveral 
weighty Conſiderations. 

6. The Houſe of Commons conſidered, that your Princeſs of Modena bein 
ſo near a Relation and Kindred to the many Eminent Perſons of the Court of 
Rome, 'might give great Opportunities to promote their Deſigns and carry on 
their PraQtices amongſt us, -and by the ſame means penetrate into the moſt ſecret 
Councils of the King your Brother, and more eaſily \diſcover the State of_ the 
whole Kingdom. " 

It is obſerved, that it is a ſtanding Rule amongſt the Yenetians, that if one 
of their Senators have a Relation that is made a Pope or Cardinal, or is pre- 
ferred to any great Dignity in the Court of Rome, that the ſaid Senator with- 
draws from, or is diſmiſſed his ſerving in the ſaid Senate. And the Reaſon 
is plain : Firſt, Becauſe- they will not be impoſed upon by any of that Ver- 
mine ; and Secondly, Becauſe they will not-have their Councils looked into by 

any , 
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any that belong to the Court of Rome ; .nor, Thirdly, Will they have the Secrets 
of their Govergment- diſcovered to them ; and laſtly, they will not have the 
State of their Commonwealth. expoſed. to the Cenſure of the Eccleſiaſtical 
State. 

Sir, Tou weve 110” ſoon:y Married, but how Letters paſs betwsxt the Court of Rome 
and your ſelf, and your ſervant Coleman. January 4. 1676. Cardinal Howard, 
writing to Coleman, intimates, That Sir Henry Tichburn was appornted by you 
to be your Miniſter at Rome, and rejoyced at the Proropation of the Parklta- 
ment ; and further ſaid, That if the king wculd do well, then all nould do well - 
Now, you know what was meant by the King's doing well, that is, if be were re- 
moved. In that Letter, he ſaith, he boged to do you good Service. It is plain, 
that now not only France but Rome was al,o to be jntereſted in your Councils, to 
deſtroy the King your Brother, and exjoſe the Councils and Secrets of the Govern- 
ment to the View of the Court of Rome. 

Cardinal Howard in his Letter to Coleman, Feb. 8. 1676. ſai:h, He doth all he 
ean' to ſerve you: He hath writ to / yr, Haies at his Brothers, moves, that your 
Brother's Miniſters, way joyn with the Pope's Miniſters about P. Furſtenburg, and 
about the Peace, an4 that the Pope will ſend a Miniſter on purpoſe. « 

In a Letter, cn March 1676. /igned Cardinal Norfolk, nhich was fent by an 
Expreſs that was to return with what his Maſter and Miſtreſs had to communi- 
cate, This was a Letter of Credence, and your Servant Coleman was to be asked 
who this Meſſenger was ;, and was accordingly asked, and would nat tell, but, Sir , 
1 will , and it was Signior Con, that went under the notton of an Italian, but 
was an old Scotch Prieſt, that was in the Conſpiracy againſt Charles the Firſt, and 
diſcovered by Habernfield to Sir William Bozwell , the Engliſh Ambaſſador at 
Holland, whe diſcovered the ſame to the Archyrelate of Canterbury, who nas m 
a moſt Reverend Mariner pleaſed togconceal the ſame by that King's Advice and 
Direttion, This Con, that was near 80 years of pe, mas intruſted with ſome 
Secrets from Rome to your ſelf and Dutcheſs ;, and what you had to communicate, 
ou were to communicate it to him : And what was that ? The King your Bro- 
ther bad promiſed to diſſobve the Parliament. Coleman, with your Brother"s Appro- 
bation and yours, drew up the Declaration, and a Copy was ſent to Cardinal Howard ;

And this was-done by the 
procurement of that Zauderdale, he having been all the time of thoſe: Tranſ- 
a:tions Principal Secretary of that Kingdom; and chiefly inſtruſted with the ad- 
miniſtration: of the affairs of ſtate there,; and he being Commiſſioner for hold- 
ing the Parliament at the time of paſfing:the latter-of the ſaid Adts; whereby 
the providing the-faid -Horſe and Foot was effectually impoſed upon that King- 
dom, and that extraordinary Power velted in the Privy Council there; ſo that 
the Commons: of Eg/and conceived they- had juſt reaſon to appreherid the ill 
Conſequences of ſo.great and an unuſual power; eſpecially ſince at that time the 
Aﬀairg of the Kingdom of Sccr/ard were managed by the ſaid Duke, who pyb- 
liſt) himſelf to be a Perſon of ſuch pernicious. Principles; thereupon they 
pray'd the King your Brother to diſmiſs him from all his Employments, and for- 
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bid him his preſence and Counſels for ever, as a perſon obnoxius-and dangerony 
to the Government. 

This S:r, is the Character, and theſe are the Qualifications of a Perſon that 
your Conſpirators judg'd meet for a man to ſerve your Cauſe and Intereſt; 
and how near he brought the People of Scotland to the French Government 
and Intereſt, I muit leave an impartial Reader to judge; he wanted nothing but 
a King to make an-Example of him and all ſuch profligate Monſters of Mankind. 
But 1 will give you a ſecond Inſtance of the good Opinion that the Commons of 
Englard aflembled-in Parliament had of this Varlet; and that is as follows, 

2. Upon the 10th of May 1678, the Commons of England allembled in that 
Parliament repreſented to the King your Brother, the deplorable condition the 
ſtate of the Kingdom, thro' evil Counſellors, which, Sir, you know- were your 
Conſpirators, and were deſigning to overthrow-the Proteſtant Intereſt in both 
Kingdoms, and were the Cauſe why the King your Brother ſoilow?d not the Ad- 
vice of his Parliament for the redreſling of Grievances, amongſt whom they 
reckon'd John Duke of Lauderdale, and pray*d thar'the King would remove him 
from-his Council and Preſence for ever. | 

3. I haſten to a third Inſtance.of the Opinion that the Commons of England 
had of the ſaid Duke of LZauderdaley:and that was in a Parliament held in Aday 
' 10th, 1679- They tel) the King in their Addreſs, That they found the Kingdoms 
involy'd in imminent dangers and (great difficulties by the.evil defigns and per: 
nicious- Counſels of ſome who:had been, and were then, aRvally in high places 
of Truſt and Authority about the Perſon of the then Kitig, wha, contrary to 
the Duty of their Places, by their arbitrary and deſtructive Counſels, tending 
to the ſybyerſion, of the Rights, Liberties and Properties of the People of Great 
Britain, and the alteration of the Proteſtant Religion, did efdeayour to alienate 
the Hearts of the People from. the then King and his Government; amongſt 
whom they had juſt reaſon to accuſe the Duke of Lauderdale for a chief-promo- 
ter of. ſuch Counſels,/and more particularly for contriving and endeavouring to 
raiſe Jealoultes*and Mifunderſtandings. between the Kingdoms of England and 
Scotland, whereby Hoſtilities might haye enſued, and might have riſen between 
the two, Nations. They took. notice of the many repeated :Addrefles. of the 
zmmediate preceding Parliament ; and:were much concerned. that gotwithſtand- 
ing thoſe Addreſſes, they found that Duke Lauderdaich with all his Qualifications, 
continued in the Councils of the then King, for. that the Affairs of the Kingdom 
required that none ſhould be put into ſuch Employments, but ſuch as were not 
only df kgown Abilities, Intereſt and Eſteem in the Nation, but-alſo were with- 
out all ſuſpicion of miſtaking or betraying the true Intereſt of the Nation.. Upon 
theſe Conſiderations a new Parliament pray'd the then King /to remove him the 
ſaid Duke Zanderaale from his -Employments, and Perſon, and/Councels for 
ever. . 

You well know, that in the Month of February 1678, you were baniſh'd into 
Flanders, before the meeting of the New Parliament, ( forthe good Kiug your 
Brother parted with with his old Penſioners,, who lowed very loud for want of 
Feeder, and, to fave Chafges, that ſtale Parliament was diſſoly'd and a new one 


call'd) 
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call'd ) whom your Conſpirators, by the infight.they had in the Ele&ions, knew 
it would be ſuch a Parliament as was not for their turns; therefore a deep 
Conſult was held, how to make the Nation to believe that they were in earneſt; 
they reſoly*d to diſcover the Plot, and diſcourage Popery, tho? in truth it was the 
two things you and your Conſpirators aimed atto be ſtill ſupported. Hows 
ever, to blizd the Eyes of Mankind, it was reſolved, that all imaginable ſym- 


ptoms ſhould be publickly profeſſed, both for the diſcovery, of the Popsſh Plot, 
and leaving you and your Conſpirators, for.you were to abſent your ſelf from 
your Brother, and go beyond Sea for ſome time, upon theſe Conſiderations; the 
one was, That you being out of the way, might ſtop the further examination 
of the Popjſh Plot, then newly diſcover*d*to the King, who was in every bit of 
it but that of his own Life, and it had a near relation to your ſelf: And by 
this means your Confpirators thought to preſerve the Chief Conſpirator alive 
and ſafe. The other was for a gloſs, to make Mankind to think, that the King 
your Brother and the Conrt were ſuch mortal Enemies to Popery, that he would 
not endure you! his Popiſh Brother near him, for fear of being influenc'd by 
Popi(h Councels. But, Sir, you may remember, that your ſelf and Conſpira- 
tors at St. Fames*s were of .a different Opinion, ſome of your Partiſans with 
all their might and skill oppoſed ' your leaving the Kingdom, for that it would 
weaken your Party extreamly, and makeprefons more bold to come in and give 
Evidence againſt you when you were abſent, than if you were preſent; and that 
if you were abſent, tho? by the Royal Command of your Brother the King, yet 
the People would be ready enough to ſay you fled for fear, and that it was in 
effeft to own your elf guilty. Snch Arguments as theſe were uſed-by your 
Conſpirators, but the Whore Portſmouth carry'd it for your going ; therefore 
a Command was ſent to yowall of a ſudden, That it was your Brother's pleaſure 
you ſhould be gone- 

This, Sir, flPd many with amazetnent,- who knew not for what ends, ſuch 
Councels had been taken and ir filled athers-with great Joy, they now belie- 
ving that the King your Brother, and his Court, would" have beeu purg'd from 
Popery and his Popifh Councels, and the Popiſh-Fabrick, which had been ſo long a 
buildi 
porter of it had Jeft-your ſtation. 

Well, Sir, away you go for Flandersy as if you had been going into another 
World; but your Conſpirators were- not a whit daunted, but reſoly'd to ſtick 
as faithfully to you as you had done 'before to them.

vices to perfection; and you thought it good Policy and your beſt way to make 
ſure of lomething} that if E2g/and ſhouid be too hard for you-, yet you reſol- 
ved to make fureof Scotland; and, to repeal thoſe Laws that were in force, 
which did'debar: a PopiſÞ Prince from inheriting'thac Crown, therefore you got 
2 Parliament call*d, and your ſelE-made High Commiſſioner.

© Your ſtay was to be ſhort in Scotland, and ſo ſhalfmine;. therefore ſince I have 
put you'in mind of your bridling and*faddling that poor Kingdom, as a Subject 
and a High Commiſſioner for King Charles, give me leave to remember you of 


your Carriage when you pretended toind pepes that Crown, as King of .Scct- 


lard; for by the Laws of that Kingdom all Popiſh Princes were ancapable of that 
Crown. And becauſe of your Omiſſion of the Oarhs that were to þe by you ta-

Two thonſand Miniſters in ane day-4laid alde, that 
room might be made for thoſe whoſe Doctrine ſhould nilave the People,_and 
whoſe profligate Lives ſhould refider'Men Atheiſts enpugh to be. of any Relj- 
gion, but of that which was according to Godlinels 3 Make them Atheiſt s;! ſaid 
Mazarine, and you will ſoon make them Papiſts, Nay, the love of Debauchery 
created ſuch a Prejudice in your Brother the King, againſt the 'Marquiſs of 4»: 
ele, that it was the chief Obſtacle to his being pardon'd, for, he had, reproav'd 
Charles for offering Violence to a ſober Lady in Scotland, in the Jegr 1 6504-for 
which Reproof he never forgave Argyle to his dying day,:. Nay, give me 
leave toremember you, that when that unfortunate Lord was in Cuftodyy and 
humbly requeſted but to ſpeak” one: word with the King before he'was carried 
for Scotland to be murder*d, you took upon you to reprove any: that ſhould 
move the King, with this Jeer; 7 hat Argyle was one of r9e Godly Party, is was 
wot for ſuch Fellows to ſez the King. Or to that purpoſe; and the King your 
Bro- 
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Brother was pleas'd to ſay, Let my Lord Argyle be content,” be ſhall ſee the Aſa 
den &re long, hug own dearly-beloued Invention, And nothing was a greater Argy- 
ment for his DeſtruQtion than his Piety. 

Sir, I can prove, that thoſe men who were concern'd_in Judging and Con- 
demning your Father-to death, tho? that was the Pretence or Handle you took to 
have them cut off, yet the great reaſon why they were not ſpared, was, That 
if they lived, and as long as they lived, they would have been great Obſta- 
cles in your way of debauching the People: and that was the reaſon of their 
being cut off : For old Coureney being at London, and admiring their demeangur 
and deportment in their Confinement, gave you an account of their P:ery and 
Devotion, And ſo did old Firchcock the Monk, but what Anſwer you made

that was afterwards Rector at St.Omer*s, who confiterfeited themſelves Fifth. 
Monarchy- men ? For an Uncle of mine, one Mr. Thomas Buttivant, was engag'd 
with them, and had been ia the Rifing, if the Three handred Horſe had come 
they promiſed ſhould joyn Fifteen hundred Foot z and this Bzrtivane was to 
have been Commander in chief of 'the Horſe : He was ſo intimately acquain- 
ted-with this Gray, that they called Brothers; this Gray 1 having ſeen ſo often 
with that Uncle of mine, that when I came to be acquairited with the Jeſyirs, 
notwithſtanding it was ſo many years after, I found this Gray. to be a Jefuite, 
who had pretended to Fiſrh- Monarchy Principles 3 and renewing my acquain- 
tance with him, he told me, Fhat he, and Srraye, and others of the Society 
with this Goff, uſed ro preach to them in Swar- Aﬀey in Coleman-ffreet, and at 
Mr. Buttivant”s Houſe in Cobb's Yard tn Petticoat» lave; and that they had draw 
in ſeveral of thoſe poor Dogs, as they termed them, to be hangd, but they 
themſelves were proteCted by you at St. James's, and in Whritehat; and %is troe, 
that Gray had the Fifth: Monarchy Notions to a Hairs breadth. In this Afair 
the Society were at ſome Hundreds of Pounds Charge, for they were liberal of 
their Mony, and poſſeſſed theſe poor Creatures of your Brother*s and your being 
Pap:fts, and that your Deſign was to deſtroy the latereſt of Chriſt in rhe three 
Nations, and to ſet up Popery and Slavery, and ſo drew them into that Folly of 
Riſirg, and all with this intent, that they might obcain ſome ſevere Laws againſt 
the Frort ftane Diſſentersy in order to weaken the Proteſt ant Frtereft within theſe 
three Nations, and boaſted very much of your being privy. to the whole Deſign : 
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 Pifwre of the Late King Jams. »5 
And, by pour Cariage in other Af airs, you will be by all ſober Proteſtants judg- 
ed zuilty of £ 2, | 

Soainſ ſuch ſtrange PraCtices the poor Diſſenters did at that time, in their 
Addreſſes and Declarations to the Government, poſitively, without any Equivo- 
cation or Mental Reſervation, declare and proteſt their abborrence, and diſ- 
ayowed all ſuch Principles as might tend to ſuch irregular and diſorderly praCti- 
ſes, as tending highly to the diſhonour of GOD and the Proceftant Religiony yet 
you and your Jeſuites and Prieſts made great uſe of ths, to beget a difeſteem of 
them in the future Parliament. 

2. Another Conſpiracy was formed and contrived by you and your Banditti, 
againſt Proteſtants ;, and this was ig November 1661. A doubty Knight of your 
Friendſhip forged ſeveral Letters from ſeveral Miniſters of the Goſpel C 
Worceſterſbire, and ſeveral other Counties ; and in conjuntion with this Villain 
ſeveral Jeſuites ated, amongſt whom was Father Fitz:2atrick and Father Peter 
Talbvt, afterwards the pretended Archbiſhop of Dublin, and old Courtney ; all of 
theſe were employ'd by your ſelf, as [ have ſeen in ſeveral Letters, wherein the 
complained of your delaying their being ſatisfied for that Service : But the In- 
trigue did not hold Water, "tho? ſeveral honeſt mea ſuficr*d Impriſonment for 
the ſome. But the Forger and Framers of this Helliſh Conſpiracy in this pre» 
tenden Plot had an aim at the rewarding Mr. Baxter for the' great Seryice hedid 
in your Brother's ration and yours. | 

3. Another of tt ſame nature was invented by your Conſpirators in Oxford, 
wherein the Names of ſeveral men of nate and valve, to the number of above a 
Hundred, whoſe Lives were delign'd to have been made Sacrifices to Hell and 
Rome ; but neicher did that Cheat take any other effect, than to continue the then 
Parliament exaſperated againſt poor Proteſtant Diſſemters, as men of reſtleſs 
Spirits, that were always diſturbing the Government. So that by theſe Artifi- 
ces you did not-only find a way to throw them out of their Livings, but endan- 
ger'd their Lives alſo. _ 

. Your Prieſts and Jeſuites not making their Sham-Plots to hold upon the 
Diffemters, our Conſpirators try what they could do with two Pillars of the 
Church of England, on Hei and Riggs, both highly careſs'd by three ſpecial 
Guardiahs of the Church of England's Intereſt, that is, old Coſens, old Hinch- 
man, and Sheldun, three of the DeviPs Brokers. Theſe two Villains #il and 
Riggs, both Parſons, they pretend to diſcover a Fanarich, Plot, as they call'd it, 
againſt the King's, yours, and old Afork's, and Turncoat Brown?s Lives, and this 
Plot was ſworn againſt ſeveral Honeſt Men, for which ſome loſt their Lives; the 
one got a Preferment to a Living, and the other was prefer'd to cat Salt Beef 
and Pork and Peaſe at Sea ; and ſometimes he ated as a Chaplain in a'Ship, with 
great Promiſes of being preferred ; but God cut him off, whilſt Hil flept in a 
Pocky Skin. Now, Sir, to lay open to you and the whole World the truth of 
this matter, I pray obſerve, that this &:# and this Riggs were in your Pay, to 
be Spies upon the Converſations of ſeveral Honeſt men, as Butler and Seely was 
afrerwards in your Brother's: For the ſame purpoſe Kiggs and Hill gets into the 
Company of ſeveral D:ſenters, and in their hearing did talk at a ſtrange rate 
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againſt the Government, and what a ſecret Cabal there was meeting in London, 
for the change of. the ſame ; and how that the King your Brocher and yburſelf 
were for introducing-Yopery and Slavery. But to prevent your Attempts of that 
ſort,-the ſaid Rzggs and #4 rold them, That Arms and Animunition were pto- 
vided, and that a number of honeſt men were left to riſe, and defend the true 
Religion, Laws, and Liberties of the Kingdom ; and that Deale Caſtle and Wird: 
ſor Caſtle were to be ſurptizd. This ſort of Talk they had with ſome few ho. 
neſt men, who inthe Integrity of their Hearts confeſſed, that they heard Hil 
and Riggs talk at thisrate. Nay, theſe Devils could not deny, but that they 
did nſe this ſort of Talk, and intimated, that they had a Licenſe ſoto do; Not- 
withſtanding theſe poor Creatures denied that ever they-had any hand in any 
fach Conſpiracy, nor indeed was any thing proved, but what Hill and Riges 
ſwore they had talk'd to them, yet they were condemn'd and baſely murder'd, 
. and their Families ruin'd by your procurement, and Hil and Riggs eſcap'd with 
Impunity, tho' not without Infamy. Your Jeſuites would have courted them 
both to the Church of Rome z but they appearing to be ſuch Rogues, they were 
afraid they would be a Diſgrace to them, who from their riſing up inthe World 
had'themſelyes been a Scandal.and-Diſgrace to the Creation of God; 

5- You having ſome Succeſs in this, your Conſpirators wonld not be idle, but 
drew in ſome warm Men-into another Conſpiracy in the North. The then Sheriff 
of the County of York, and a great man whoſe Name l wiltoggit, becauſe he did in 
part afterwards make Ezg/and ſome amends for that piece of” Villany ; yon know, 
at that time, to pleaſe the Court, he was reconciled to the Church of Kome ; 
and; no doubt, whillt ſo, he was a fit Tool to carry on ſo wicked a Deſign, which 
was, to diſcourſe of the Oppreſlion the Nation lay under thro? the Duties of Ex- 
ciſe, &c. and the diſturbance that the Lawyers had made in the Kingdom; that 
your Brother and you were bringing in of Popery and Slavery: At- which theſe 
poor Creatures wer inflan'd ; and being promis'd a ſupply of Mony, and by the 
High Sheriff the Aſſiſtance of Poſſe Comitarus,they were drawn into engage ; But 
alas, it was but a Trappan, they were taken and executed -upon the Evidence of 
ſome of them that were engag'd with them ; but how you rewarded that Perſon 
of Quality afterwards, it is well enough known, This was another of your Pro- 
jets, as the Perſon-of Quality you employ'd hath told to ſeveral Friends with 
great Grief, ſome of whom are alive to this day, 

But not to forget-one paſlage, let me tell you, that you and your Conſpirators 
made at. the-Tryal of Mr. Awwed two Witneſſes of one Man; firſt, he appear'd

7. Another lnſtance of your Conſpirators ſhamming their Plots upon poor 
innocent Proteſtants, and that is. the Caſe of the Lord C7aypool, and*by- this caſt 
an odium vpon the whole: body of Froreſtant Diſfenters : For in the Month of 
Auguſt, jult about the time that your "Conſpirators were to execute their 
wicked Deſign to deſtroy the King, then you deal with-Secretary Coventry, tos 
clap up that poor innocent Gemleman, for deſigning to ſeize the King as he 
went to Newmarket : and you had two” Witneſſes ready at hand to have ſworn 
that Deſign againſt him the ſaid Claypoot, who was by the Secretary Warranr 
arreſted for High Treaſon : But he the ſaid Claypool knowing nothing of the 
matter, demanded to know his Accnſers ; that was ( according to that Villain's 
oſual way ) deny'd him, and he frown'd upon as if he had been the greateſt Knave 
in England 'next to Coventry himſelf. Claypoo? was as ſtout as that Knave of a 
Secretary was proud and-inſolent; 'and as for Claypo:4, he would ſcarce anſwer 
any Queſtion, ſo away he was ſent to the -Zower a cloſe Priſoner. This ſtartled 
every one except the Conſpirators and my ſelf, who was. privy to the while 
buſineſs, by the repeated Orders Coleman receiv'd from, Sir,' your ſelf, for his 
Proſecution, that when the Blow was given upon the King, it might be charg'd 
upon the Faraticks : And to that end Sing and Throgmorton, two virulent Papilts, 
and Butler and Seely, two Popiſh Sptes of your Brother's and yours, both preren- 
ded Faratick?, the laſt, I think, is a Corniſh man, and was a Major in the late 
proteor's Army ; ſo that you and all your Popiſh Conſpirators intended as one - 
Man to revenge the Death of the King on the Diſſenting Party, concluding that 
the Virmine of the Church of Eng/and would ſtrike in with the Popiſh Party, ſince 
they hated a Diſſenter worſe than a Papiſt, tho *differing from them only in a 
few ſcoundrel-Ceremonies not worthy to wipe a Porter's Tail withall; There- 
fore; as a Prologue to that curſed Deſign, you could not think of a man fitter 
than this Lord Claypool, he being Son-in-Law to that Lord Proteftor Cromwell; .

Whar Papers you and 
the reſt of your Conſpirators contrived to be put upon the Duke of Buckinghain |

In theſe Pa- 
pers there was aLiſt of Noblemen and Gentlemen that were to be ſworn againſt, 
as being in a Conſpiracy againſt the Life of the King your Brother, and your 
ſel and Church of Englend: And, to make the World believe that theſe Pa- 
pers. wete not forged, this Dengerfiz/d repairs to Secretary Coventry, your old 
League-breaker, and informs the Secretary (who was privy to the whols Cdn: 
cern. } of a dangerous Plot againſt the Government, and that there were dange- 
rous Papers in the Chamber of Coll. Hanſel, that would njake the ſaine ont ; 
but the Fellow, tho? be had been a Rogue all his days, as God would have it, 
ſcrupPd the Oath; tho? if he had ſaid in Munefee s Chamber, he Houta 
have had a Warrant without an Oath ; but mentioning the Name of Manſei, 
the Secretary was ſtartled, becauſe that 2ſznſe! was a Favourite of the Earl 
-of Eſſex, againſt whom this Conſpiracy was not at firſt to-appear, therefore 
Coventry would do nothing without an Oath in relation to AManſe/, becauſe of 
the Earl of Efſex, who yas then aftually a Privy-Councillor : therefore Danger- 
Feld was-reſoly'd to have the Papers breught to light, and therefore gets an 
Officer or Officers of the Cuſtomhouſe co ſearch Manfe!*s Chamber for prohibi- 
ted Goods, and then theſe Papers were ſeiz'd: And AManſel hearing of- what was 
done, when he came to. his Lodging, and that pers of dangerous conſequence 
was foupd in his Chamber, behind his Beds-head, where he had never laid any, 
he immediately repairs to the Cougetl, and complains of his/ uſage before Dan- 
gerfield had told his Story. , i/ 

Well then, what becomes of this Afair, ſo fooliſhly miſcarrying in its firſt 
birth? -1 muſt obſerve to you, that Dargerfield is called in queſtion ; and

Do you think that any of us ſhould 
be ſo ſtupid to expect fair Quarter from you, ſince your very Religion lays you 
under the neceſſity of Converting us with a Fagot, and bringing us to your Obe- 
dience with the dint of a Dagger?

amongſt us.. 
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1. Your Intereſt 'is not an Englsſh but a French Intereſt ; for as you followed 
your loving and Kind Brother in moſt of his Vertues, ſo you purſued the ſame 
Intereſt that he -purſued : For was not the Intereſt, of your Brother, and the 
Intereſt of the French King and yours inſeperably united ? Knowing (faith your 
__ Secretary) the Intereſt of our King, and in a more particular manner 
of my immediate Maſter the Duke, and his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, to be 6 
ioſeparably united ; that it was impoſlible to divide them without deſtroying 
them all. Again his Majeſty [the French King] was pleaſed to give Order to 
Ggnifie to his R. H. my Maſter, that his Majeſty was fully ſatisfied of his R. H's 
good Intentions towards him, and that he eſteemed both their Intereſts but as 
one and the ſame, and that my Lord Arlington and the Parliament were both 
looked upon as very unuſeful to their Intereſts, And again Father Ferier begged 


his R. H. to propoſe to his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty what he thought neceſſary for® 


his own Concern, and the advantage of Religion; and his Majeſty would cer- 
tainly do all that he could to advance both,: or either of them, I commyu- 
nicated it'to his R. H. to which his R. H. commanded me to anſwer, as I did the 
29th of the ſame Month. That his R. H. was very ſenſible of his Moſt Chri- 
ſtian Majeſty's Friendſhip, and that he would labour to cultivate it with all the 
Offices he was capable of doing bis Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty. That he was 

lly convinced that their Intereſts were both one. That my Lord Arlington and 
the Parliament were not only unuſeful, but dangerous both to England and France, 
-and therefore it was neceſſary they ſhould do al] they could to diſſolve it. 
I did communicate this Defign of mine to Monſieur Ravigney, who agreed with 
me that it would be the greateſt Advantage to his Maſter, to have the Duke's 
Power and Credit ſo far Adyanced. Again, If we can advance the Duke's 
Intereſt one ſtep forward, we ſhall put him out of the reach of Chance for 
ever, Then would Catholicks be at reſt, and his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty's 
Intereſt ſecured with us in Ermgland, beyond all apprehenſions whatſoever. 
Our prevailing in theſe things would give the greateſt blow to the Proteſtant 
Religion bere, that ever it received from his Birth. If the Duke ſhould 
once get above them (after all the Tricks they have plaied with him) they are 
not ſure he will totally forget the uſage he hath had at their Hands : For my part 
(faith he) I can ſcarce believe my ſelf awake, or the thing real, when I thiok 
on a Prince in ſuch an Age, as we live in, to be converted to ſuch a degree of 
"Zeal and-Piety, as not to regard any thing in the World in compariſon of 


7 heſe are the Diſcoveries of your Old Servant Mr. Coleman ; but to rivet the 
Matter, I pray, conſider what Diſcoveries '/you were pleaſed to make of the 
Union of your Intereſt with that of the French King, which, Sir, will put the 
Matter out of diſpute. Give me leave to put you in mind of your Letter/you 
wrote tothe French King's Confeſſor, wherein you were pleaſed to own that the 
Intereſts of the French King and yours were ſo clearly link'd together, that 
thoſe that oppoſed the one ſhould be looked on as Enemies to the other 3 and 
that the French King had told you that he was of the Opinion, that neither the 
Lord Arlington, nor the Parliament were in bis Intereſt, nor yours, a 
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2. Asit is asclear as the Day that your Intereſt is not an Z»y/;jſb but a' French 
[otereſt; ſo now I muſt tell you in the ſecond place, that your Intereſt being a 
French Intereſt, it will render your return impoſlible,. and the attempt in order 
to it very fooliſh and irrational. You know that the Engliſh Nation is never ſafe, 
unleſs a check be put upon the growing Greatneſs of France. 

Therefore do but obſerve the Addreſs of the Houſe of Commons, March 10. 
1676, they put th2 King your Brother in mind of the great Danger that the 
Nation was expoſed to, by reaſon of the growth of the French Kings's Power 
and Greatneſs. Now any Man that i3in the Intereſt of the French King, his 
Intereſt is no ways reconcileable to the Intereſt of England. 1. As to its Peace. 
2, Astoits Trade. And the Conſequence cf both theſe are the Riches of the 
Nation, which muſt be conſumed by a Prince that is of an Intereſt different from 
that of the People, ?tis true the preſent War with France hath proved very charg- 
able to the Nation ; but here is our Happineſs that we have a King that advanceth 
the Intereſt of our Trade, his People and He go Hand in Hand, Their Intereſts 
are the ſame with His, and His the ſame with Theirs ; which to me is an Argu- 
ment, that when it ſhall have pleaſed God, by His Arms, to reduce the French 
King to Reaſon, that no thenNation under the Heavens can or will be more happy 
than the Engliſh Nation : But if a Prince ſhall, inſtead of purſuing the Intereſt 
of his People, purſue their Deſtrufticon, by ſetting up and advancing the Inte- 
reſt of a Foreign Power, his Government cannot ſtand. This, Sir, was that 
which loſt you your Crown, And can you then expect by that Intereſt to regain 
the Crown of England, by which'you ſtrangely loſt it? Therefore, toconclude 
this Head, let not your Conſpirators think that it is either probable or poſlible 
that ever the People of England will ever be brought into a French Intereſt, or 
ever admit you to reſume the Throne and Government, fince that you Purely 
loſt it for the ſake of that Intereſt. 

Your Scoundrel Abettors here at Home, are ſuch a ſort of Animals that the 
Reformed Nations Abroad are at a ſtand, and cannot tell what to make of them, 
their Carriages of late Years have been ſo unaccountable; and ſince it hath plea- 
ſed God to put it into the Hearts of moſt of the Princes of Exrope, though of the 
Romiſh Communion, heartily to embrace the late Reyolution in England, as the 
laſt Effort for the Common Liberty of Exrope, and have entered into the 
ſtriteſt Alliance with our King (though of a different Religion) to ſupport it; 


- It looks like a Dream to meet with Men that call themſelves Engliſh Pro- 


teſtants embarqued in your Intereſt, in oppoſition to the [ntereſt of their Native 
Countrey. 

A little Prieſt of the Church of England, in a Sermon of his on the Day your 
Father made his Exit, was pleaſed to threaten us with and endleſs War that 
would be entailed on the Nation;. he is a mighty Votary for your Cauſe and-In- 
tereſt, notwithſtanding his Oath to King William to the contrary. But, Sir, a' 
thouſand ſuch Fellows can never reconcile your Intereſt with that of England, 
nor would your Reſtoration put anend to his ſuppoſed War: for it isnot reaſon- 
able to imagine that ſo many Noblemen and Gentlemen who have aſlociated, 
and by their Aſſociation have epgaged to ſupport the Intereſt and Cauſe - our 
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King, will tamely ſubmit to your Reſtoration : Or that Kng William will ever 
abandon his Throne, or that its poſſible that the Common Cauſe of Europe will 
ever be ſuffered to ſink in ſuch a manner as to comply with the Pride and Ambiti- 
on of your Self, or of him whoſe Cauſe you have eſpouſed, and whoſe Intereſt, 
is the very {ame with yours: When you were upon the Throne your Aim was to 
deſtroy the Intereſt of England, but we have been too many for you, and the 
Thron? is filled up with one that will maintain and ſupport our Intereſt, notwith- 
ſtanding the vain Efforts of your Crew both at Home and Abroad to the contrary, 
And therefore that Loggerhead of a Cathedral Prieſt hath not made one ſingle 
Convert to your Cauſe and Intereſt, by the Noiſe he made of diſputed Titles 
and endleſs Wars. I will obſerve this to you that the Raſcal hath more prefer- 
ment than Learning or Honeſty, but what can we expect of an Apoſtate ? 

4. We are Freemen, and therefore we can never be ſuppoled ever toadmit 
you, who have always been a Perſon of Arbitrary Principles, to govern this 
Nation. Youcannot but remember that the Engliſh Nation hath a very great Se- 
curity for its Liberties ; and that is the Government it ſelf, with a good King at 
the head thereof, and that is our preſent Happineſs; for our King Rules nor 
upon the ſame. Terms as your Brother of France doth ; for he by Force Uſurps 
that ſhare which his People ought ro have in the Government, and for ſeveral 
Ages paſt hath been in poſſeſſion of an Arbitrary Power, {which yet no pre- 
{cription can make Legal) and he exerciſeth it over the Perſons and Eſtates of 
his people in a moſt Tyrannical manner : And this your loving and kind Bro- 
ther and you aimed at, Witneſs your Diſpenſing Power that you took upon you 
when you aſcended the Throne. But our King hath fo ordered it, that his 
Subjects ſhall retain their proportion inthe Legitlaturez the very meaneſt Com- 
moner of England is repreſented in Parliament, and is a Party to thoſe Laws by 
which our King is Sworn to govern himſelf and his People. *Tis true you Swore, 
but you made no Conſcience of your Oath, nor did you in the leaſt boggle at 
the Violation of our Laws; you hated that way of Government which you had 
ſolemnly promiſed to maintain and defend, Witneſs the Names you uſed to give 
the Parliament of England. Now according to the Laws of the Realm no Mo- 
ney Is raiſed but by common Conſent : But you were pleaſed to raiſe Money 
upon the People by yotr Proclamation, The very Day after you had promiſed 
toinvade no Mans Property : Now no Man is for life, Limb, Goods, or Liber- 
ty, at the Sovereigns Direction ; but how ſoon would ir have been had not a pe- 
riod been put to your Tyranny ? For your Sycophant Paraſites were very zealous 
to have delivered up thoſe Priviledges in to your Hands, judging it would not be 
well with England till you were as Abſolute as the Monſter of France, by which we 
might eaſily underſtand your Intentions. For, Sir, who knows not that the in- 
Clination of a Prince is beſt known either by thoſe that are about him, and moſt 
Favour with him, or by the current of his own Actions? Thoſe who were neareſt 
to you, and moſt your Favourites, were your Iriſh and French Courtiers, and your 
Popiſh Prieſts and Prelates, who theſe Men ſtood affefted to. Your Diſcretio- 
nary Diſpotick Power can never.be forgotten : No Man but may remember, 
that in their common Diſcourſe were for advancing your Will and Pleaſure over 
your 
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ſach diſmal and deplorable Circumſtances, ( which God avert ) as once more 
to ſubmit to your Adminiſtration of the Government ; it would not only be a 
ſtrong preſumptive Concluſion, but Proof that admits of no Objetion that you 
would run again into the ſame Enormities, if not worſe; for 1 fear, and ſo do 
all True Proteſtants, that by your Crew that you have with you, you are poſſeſſed 
with ſtrange and very vile Opinions : And theſe are ſuch as have not only in times 
paſt, but are ſtil] entertained by you, and your villainous Conſpirators both at 
home and abroad, about the Coronation Oath which you took when you entered 
upon the Adminiſtration of the Government of this Realm. And they are 
theſe Four, 1. That Subjets cannot receive an Oath of their Prince without 
the Authority of ſome Judge 3 and that a Promiſe made before no competent 
Judge can bind any Man, much leſs a Prince 3 and they have affirmed that this 
was your Caſe. I would have you remember, Sir, that he that adminiſtred you 
the Oath was a lawful and competent Judge , becauſe that Law and the Cuſtom 
of the Realm had made him ſo, and therefore to him you Swore, and in Swear- 
ing to him you Swore to the whole Nation that you would defend their Laws 
and Liberties In a word, this Coronation Oath you took was a lawful Oath, 
and not only ſo but it was lawfully taken, as well becauſe general Cuſtom hath 
the force and ſtrength of a Law ; for the perſons preſent do ſtand, and are 
taken by general Cuſtom to have Power to give and receive that Oath. But a 
bold Aſſertor of your Cauſe was pleaſed once to tell me that there was no Par- 
liament in being when you took this Oath z What then ? When you took the 
Coronation Oath there were perſons (who upon your taking the Oath) that did 
take the Oath of Fealty and Homage to you in the behalf of themſelves, and all 
the Nobility, and Commons of England; and this Oath muſt ayail them though 
abſent, as though they were preſent; and if they were to be bound by the 
one though abſent, then certainly you were bound by yours though they were 
not preſent. 

2, Theſe wicked Conſpirators of yours have Aſſerted, That Princes being above 
the Law are not bound to obſerve Oaths and Contracts, which have their full 
force and ſtrength from the Law ;, and that Princes may alter and change their 
own Laws at their Pleaſure. This DoCtrine was carefully propogated by your 
truſty Roger and his inferiour Clergy by your DireCtion, in order to bring about 
that wicked Deſign of yours of Subverting of the well eſtabliſhed Government 
of this Realm, and introducing French Slavery. But, Sir, this you muſt now 
know that the Princes of England are not above the Law, and therefore cannot 
alterthem at their Pleaſure without the manifeſt breach of their Coronation 
Oath. 1 confeſs, they may by-their Judges interpret the Law in an Interval of 
Parliament, and 1n time of Parliaments : The Parliament are the beſt inter- 
preters of the Law, and not only ſo but the Kings of England by and with the 
advice and conſent of Parliament, and by the Authority of the ſame, may Re- 
peal and Abrogate Laws as they ſhall think fit. But what you did was againſt 
Laws in force, to the manifeſt breach of your Oath, and you rendered your ſelf 
odious to God, and diſpenced with thoſe Laws that were for the preſervation 
of Perſons, Honours, Eſtates, and Religion of the People of England; and 4 
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this means you diſſolved the Government, and for which Cauſe you were hated 
of the People ; and at laſt the Kingdom departed from you ; you provoked that 
God that made you a Man, and that People that made you a King. 

But, Sir, your truſty Guide Hodge, with his inferiour Clergy, deceived you 
much, and thoſe who believed this DoCtrinz, when they taught that your Oaths 
"made to, and contratt made with the People of England had their full force and 
ſtrength from the Law ofthe Land ; for they had their ſtrength and force from 
the Law of Nature which binds Kings, Princes, Lords, Pricſls, and all Men 
whatever. Therefore, Sir, did you.not againſt the very Laws of Nature break 
your Contra(t with the People of England, and the Oath you made to them ? 
Doth not the Law of Nature oblige all Princes to keep their Contracts even with 
their Enemies ? How much more ought you to have kept your Contratt with 
your Friends and People ? How could you expet to wear the Name of an 
honeſt Man, fince that the Laws of Honeſty charge Princes to keep their Oaths 
and Contratts ? There is nothing becomes them better, nothing commendeth 
them more, and nothing that Men require ſo much at their hauds, 

In the laſt place, Princes Oaths to, and Contracts with their Subjefts and 
Allies, are as good as Laws, they have the ſame force as Laws, they have the 
ſame ſtrength and vertue againſt their Succelſours which they have againſt them- 
ſelves ; nay let me tell you, that they are of greater ſtrength than Princes Laws ; 
for Laws may be Repealed, but ContraQts can gever be Revoked 3 and why ſo? 
The Reaſon is plain, That Laws may alter according to the neceſſity of Afﬀairs, 
but Contratts and Oaths can never be Revoked, they admit of no Change, no 
Alteration ; if once perfected they can neither receive Addition, SubſtraQion, 
Diminution, or Enlargement, they muſt not be wreſted but taken according to 
the true meaning of King and People. But, Sir, you may ſay, Why may not 
Princes break their Oaths, and diſſolve their Contracts made with their Subjects 
at their Coronation ? To this I give you this Anſwer. 

Before you had Sworn to maintain our Laws, Liberties and Religon, you 
were free ; and before you made a Coyenant with us you were at your liberty : 
But when you had Sworn, and when you had Perfetcd your Contract, then of 
neceſſity you were bound to keep and perform them , and you could not have 
added to or detratted from any thing in ſuch a manner perfe&ted, without the 
conſent of the People with whom you made this Contract ; for we were to have 
been benefited by this Oath and Contra® of yours, and not deceived again. If, 
Princes may break their Oaths and Contratts made to, and with their Subjects, 
How can we deal with ſuch a King ? How can we tell when we obey ? We mult 
be then at great uncertainties, and ſo by conſequence we cannot be ſafe. /Fur- 
thermore, Did it not lye at your door to have preſerved your ſelf from Scandal 
and Fraud ? Of which you took no care; therefore you made no Conſcience of 
of your Oaths and Contratts. Again, Sir, we muſt ſuppoſe you to be a reaſon- 
able Creature ; and if ſo, we muſt alſo conclude you ought to have ſubmitted to 
Reaſon, that you might have, at leaſt have had the reputation of a Man, and 
not be ſigna lized with the CharaQter of a filthy Monſtrous Beaſt. Hence it is 
that Tyrants, in Sacred Writ, are called Beaſts, becauſe they will not ſubmit to 
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nor be governed by the Rules of right Reaſon. In the laſt place, Sir, other 
Man may in their Oaths and ContraCts have an Eyeto their Profit, but you ought 
to have had an Eye to-your Honour, and to have had an eſpccial regard thereof. 
Now what can be more-Diſhonourable in a King, than to break his Word, falſific 
his Faith, and violate his Contratt? And was not your Word, Faith and Con- 
tract confirmed by a ſolemn Oath ? 

3- There wasa third DoCtrinethat was much promoted by your Conſpirators, 
that although Kings ſhould be ſtrictly bound to ſtand to their Contratts and their 
Oaths ; yet if they were induced to make a Contract, and to take an Oath in 
things wherein they were not well informed, or- if the Contra and Oath do 
contain things too much derogating, or diminiſhing their Juriſdition or Autho- 
rity Royal, or ifthey have madea Promiſe that may be Prejudicial to their 
Greatneſs, they may then lawfully break their Contract, Faith and Oath. 

This Do&trine was very induſtrioſly ſpread about by your Party, .eſpecially 
by your Jeſuits and your Jeſuited Papiſts, and Paſſive Obedience Men. But cer- 
tainly, Sir, your Conſpirators repreſented your underſtanding to be but of Iriſh 
Standard, and to be of the ſame Scantling with their Honeſty. Give me leave 
to ask you this one fair Queſtion, Was you not well informed what'you were to 
do, and what you did promiſe to do when you took the Coronation Oath to de- 
fend the Proteſtant Religion, and preſerve and maintain the Laws of the Realm, 
and by them to govern this gon People you took the charge of ? Can any Man 
think, Sir, that you ſhould be the only Man that was Ignorant of that which all 
the Nation knew, and what your Grand-father, Father and Brother had done be- 
fore you ? where, Sir , was the Diſhonour or Blemiſh that might fall ypon you, if 
you had kept your Oath, and made the Laws ofthe Land the Rule of your Go- 
vernment ? If you had been a good King, you would have delighted to have been 
bound by the Laws of the Land, and have rejoyced the Hearts of the People of 
England ;, and then you would not have at this time have been obliged to France 
for your Subſiſtance. 

But, Sir, God in his juſt Judgment gave you up to believetheſe Lies, and 
therefore you violated thoſe Laws by which you were Sworn to govern, to gra- 
tifie your Popiſh Hellborn Crew ; they have got you to themſelves. We have 
a King that thinks it no Blemiſh to his Regal Authority , to maintain and keep 
our Laws, he judges it no Diſhonour to preſerve the Liberties of his People, and 
their Honours and Eſtates : You havethe Reward of your Unrightcouſneſs, I 
wiſh you much Joy of it ? 

4. Some of the Doctors and Caſviſts of your Synagogue of Rome ſay, that 
Princes who may diſpenſe with others may give a ſufficient Diſpenſation to them- 
ſelves, and ſorevoke their Contracts and break their Oaths ; for that they have 
Might, and Power, and Authority ; there is no Law, no Judg that can com- 
pel them to keep their Oaths, and obſerve their Contracts. 

It is manifeſt that you did take upon you to diſpenſe with others, and to give 
your ſelf a Diſpenſation too ; and we own that we were not thenin a Condi- 
tion to call you to an Account ; but you were Admoniſhed very often by the beſt 
and.greateſt of your SubjeRs, to reform all that was amifs : But after all this 
P 2 Admonition, 
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Agttonition, you did remain incorrigible y. then what' could we do but make 
your ACtions, Cruelties and Tyrannies, and Perjury known to the World. And 
we implored the Aid and Help, not of the French King, but Wilkam Prince of 
Orange, who came and ſuppreiled you as an incorrigible Oppreſlor and Tyrant. 
And your Party appearing bare-faced to murther our King, and invade the Kirg- 
dom with a Foreign Force, in order to enſlave us, will be treated as Villains and 
Common Rogues, and receive the juſt recompence of Reward for all their Trea- 
ſonable Conſpiracies againſt our King, and the well eſtabliſhed Government of 
the Kingdom, and the Proteſtant Religion. 

To conclude this point, How deteſtable and odious hath your Perjury made 
you, It hath excluded you from that great Honour to which you arrived; and it 
hath removed you from your native Country; in a word it hath clothed you with 
ſo much Infamy,- that it is impoſſible for you to attain that Honour, 'Power and 
Authority, and Majeſty you have loſt ? And therefore it is highly unreaſonable 
for you, or your Conſpirators ever to attempt your Reſtauration. 

2. As your Perjury is an argument why it is not only impollible for you to be 
reſtored, and folly for you to attempt it, ſo in the ſecond place we are Prote- 
ſtants ; And what can a Popiſh Apoſtate do at the head of a Proteſtant Intereſt ? 
The Popiſh Queen-Mary ſhe no ſooner obtained the'Crown, by a Proteſtant In- 
tereſt, but ſhe deſtroyed that very Intereſt by which ſhe was advanced to the 
Throne. This we well remember, Sir 3 and we need not burn our Fingers again 
the third time. Suppoſe, Sir, that we ſhould have ſo little Senſe as to try you 
once more, and ſhould ſucceed ; What Monſters muſt we appear to the World, 
a Body of Proteſtants with a Popiſh Head ? This doth much aſtoniſh me, that our 
little Prick-ear*d Prieſts of the Church of England have ſo much admired your 
Cauſe, and pleaded it with ſuch earneſtneſs ; when as they cannot but conclude 
that you muſt of 'neceſlity deal by the Church of Engla74, as you would with an 
impudent Harlot. Your Brother was careleſs in the Waintenance of our Reli- 
gion, becauſe he was a Papiſt, though a looſe one: And can we otherwiſe con- 
clude. but you who have at all times, and in all places whereeyer you have: come, 
; ſhewed your ſelf a bigotted Papiſt, will not only diſcountenance the Proteſtant 
Religion; but deſtroy it with all that Zeal that is conſiſtent with the Principles 
of a perverſe Member of the Romiſh Synagogue. You in the time of your ſhort 
Tyranny made a ſad Havock with the Proteſtant Religion; apd can we expect 
better uſuage- from you, ſeeing you having Seyen Devils more within you rage- 
ing againſt the Proteſtant Intereſt than you had before you left us. 

What'l fay to you in this particular, I ſpeak not without Witneſs, for it is 
moſt certain that you have, and _do to this very day entertain a very great averſ- 
neſ5i'to any Man that bears the name of a Proteſtant. Therefore ſince by your 
late behaviour, to thoſe whoſe Principles have led them to eſpouſe your Intereſt, 
and have followed you into France, if they have any Senſe of their Englsſþ Liber- 
ties, and: of the Proteſtant Religion, will abhor the- thoughts of your return 
hither : For if you appear ſo violent againſt our Religion now you are under 
ſo great an eſtate of Sufferings z What will your declared Hatred be againſt 
Proteſtants here in England, it we ſhould admit you to reign over us? For if 
you 
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your Subjects to be-equal with chat of the King of France is over his. This 
was but a Copy which thoſe Villaihs had induſtriouſly taken from your own 
Words .and Actions. In Scotland: you did publickly ſet up for that Power, and 
openlydeclared;you would be obeyed without reſerve. 

The attempt you and your Conſpirators made in the time of the Lord Chan- 
cellor Hyde upon our Liberties, is never to be forgetten ;, a Bill was prepared to 
enable the King your Brother in the time'of any interval of Parliament, to raiſe 
what Money he pleaſed upon an extraordinary occaſion, as the Dutch War was 
pretended to be. This had taken its much deſired effect, had not that Lord 
Chancellor been awakened by an intimate Friend of his, who, underſtanding 
what was doing in the Houſe of Commons, came to him and ſhewed . him whar 
the Conſequences were which ſuch an unheard thing would produce; and he uſing 
one Argnment above all the reft, in telling him he came to his Honour and Great- 
neſs by the Gown, and not by the Sword ; and if that Bill paſſed, he adviſed 
him ro conſider what bis Gown, or all the Lawyers Gowns in England were worth, 
which-that Lord Chancellor, though one of the Actors - with you to enſlave the 
Nation, being a Manoſ'Senſe, had that Honor as to think it no Diſhonor to re- 
treat from that Devilith Invention, which be to comply with your Ambition and 
Pcide had ſet on foot to deſtroy us at once : So that Bill, though once read in 
the Houſe for enabling the King, your Brother, to raiſe Money at pleaſure, was 
by the Providence of God, and the Prudence of that Noble Penitent Lord drop- 
ed ſo far, as -that it dwindled intoa Bill of 75000 4. not exceeding a Months 
Tax. Nodoubt but you had procured this Bill to be dreſſed in the French Mode 
for emergent Occaſions; yet had it paſſed in the ſame manner as you and your 
Accomplices deſigned, there would not have wanted emergent Occaſions, and 
extraordinary Services to have given Colour for keeping that Power on foot un- 
til Dooms Day in the Afcernoon. | 

The French King, whoſe Example you followed in this particular, . got 'bis 
Power by ſuch a villainous revs, ; but he hath not beea at leifute yert:to call 
his Parliament to diſpute that Point. 1 queſtion not. but that-your . loving 
Brother and you would have found other Matters of moment, -to- have 
diverted you from that way of raiſing Money ; ſo England muſt have ta- 
ken -leave of Parliaments for ever, and we muſt have ſubmitted all we had 
to your French Diſcretion. But through the Bleſſing of Heaven, and the Care 
of our Legiſlators, we are delivered not only from your Government and your 
intended French way of Governing 3 for we continue to have the ſame Right 
( modeſtly underſtqod ) in our Propriety that our Prince hath in his Royalty, 
and in all Caſes where the King bimfſelf is concerned we have our juſt Remedy, 
as againſt any private Perſon in the Nation, in the Courts of Weſtminſter-hal, or 
in the High Court of Parliament ; for his Prerogative is not like that you would 
bave uſurped, but what the Law hath only determined. His great Seal, which is 
the legitimate Stamp of his Royal Will and Pleaſure, yet it is no longer currant 
than upon the Tryal it is found to be according: to Law and Juſtice. The 
King cannot commit any Man by his own particular Warrant, he cannot be him- 
ſelf a Witneſs in any Cauſe whatever, tho your Brother would have been one &- 
gainſt me. The Ballance of publick Juſtice being ſo delicate, that not the Head wy 
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4 '— Wil of the-King, but every thing is ſubjeſt to his legal Authority ; by which 
l - means itfollows, that as he can do no Wrong, norcan he receive'Wrong. But 
y by your Diſpenſing Power put your ſelfin a ſtate of Wrenging the Nation, 
TEqeftroying your ſelf and Government z but had you kept to the Meaſures 
of an Engliſh King, you might have remained to this Day to have been the only 
intelligent Ruler over a rational People, your Perſon had been Sacred and In- 

_ violable, and whatever Exceſs had been commited in your Reign, would:not 
have been imputed to you as being free from the Neceſſiry and Temptations : 
Your Miniſters would bave been only accountable for all, and muſt have- An- 
ſwered it at their Perils. You had a vaſt Revenue, and if any emergency of 
Afair ſhould have appeared, you had at your Cafl'a number of Men to- have ad- 
viſed with, a ſupply would have been readily granted. You were the Fountain 
of Honour, the Diſpoſer of many profitable Places both in Church and State ; 
but this would not ſerve your turn, for you would not be abridged the Power 
of injuring the People of England, but againſt all Law invaded onr Rights, and 
deſigned nothing ſo much as enſlaving us and our Poſterity* for - ever : And we 
that have taſted ſo much of the ſweetneſs of Lib:rty, and+ on the other hand 
have fmarted under your ſhort, but cruel Tyranry will never be intangled 
again with the French Popiſh Yoke of Bondage, but ſtand in defence of the King 
we have choſen, and the Liberty we have recovered as long as we havea Being 
in-this World. Therefore conſider with your ſelf the impoſſibility. of your re- 
eurn, to that Government you abuſed, to the Adminiſtration of thoſe Laws you 
violated, to a Nation that you made a Field of Blood; and if you had remained, 
for ought I know, England might have been a Howling Wilderneſs. 1n fine, 
then I am ſure if you ſhould make any attempt ro return it will be in vain, and 
appear very rediculous. |
